After waiting twelve hours in vain for « 


jury to determine her guilt or innocence, 
Marion Grey, affinity broker, became hyster- 
foal “in the federal building last midnight 
while pacing backward and forward in the 
corridor outside the jury room. 

She was carried by her father and Attorney 
Kiritton into the offices of the clerk of the 
District court. She refused to leave the 
building, although informed that the JjJurymen 
had retiredfor the night. Later she went 
home and the jury remained in a deadlock 
through the night. 

Two rumofs gained circulation late in the 
evening. The first was that the jury which 
had listened to the matrimonial agency case 
in Judge K. M., ’ court throughout the 
week stood seven for conviction and five for 
acquittal. 

A later rumor, which seemed to gain 
stréngth as the hours passed, was that ten 
had voted for conviction and two stubbornly 
had held out for the dismissal of the charges 
against the young girl proprietor of the 
Searchiight club of Elgin. 


Severe Charge to Jury. 
* Judge Landis in his charge to the Jury made 
@ severe attack on the “ cupid agency ”’ con- 
ducted by the young woman. He referred to 
the literature and letters sent out by the bu- 
reau as ‘‘ contemptuous,” “rot,’’ and “stuff.”’ 


’He called the matrimonial agency business 


“ mercenary matchmaking.” The instruc- 
tions of the judge were considered a bitter 
blow to the defense. 

It was said early in the evening the jury- 
men requested’ that cots be placed in the 
jury room. This privileme was denied them. 
After waiting throughout the afte n for 
the twelve men to report, Judge Lendis left 
the federal building, saying he would return 
if requested to do so before 11 o’clock in the 
evening. An appointment was then made 
with the government’s attorneys and the law- 
yers for the defense to meet today at 11 a. m. 


Woman Wants Verdict of Guilt. 

All through the day and until late at night 
the courtroom was crowded. One grey haired 
woman caught Attorneys H. A. Parkin and 
8. 8. Shirer (who prosecuted the case) in the 
courtroom and said: 


“O, can’t you tell mé When the jury’ fs | 


going to comein. I just want to see the men 
bring in a verdict of guilty for once in my 
life. I am 62 years old now and have never 
seen such a case yet.” 

Shortly after midnight/Miss Grey, her 
father, and Attorney Britton left the clerk's 
office and walked t@ the door of the jury 
room, near which Balliffs Edward Northrup 
and Joseph Buckner were seated. 

*O, 'd give anything to learn just what 
they have done In there,” said the girl. 
“They are such good, honest men that they 
surely will acquit me,” 

The jurymen, it is believed, could see and 
hear Miss Grey through the glass partition. 
She was hurried away by the bailiffs. Im- 
mediately afterwards voices raised in argu- 
ment in the Jury room could be distinguished 
in the corridor. Meanwhile the defendant 
left gfor home, having given up hope of a 
verdict. 

Offers to Aid Her with Money. 

James McDonald, a wealthy lumberman 
of Benton Harbor. Mich., appeared at the 
federal building in the evening and offered to 
go on the bonds of Mise Grey and provide 
money necessary for a new trial! if she is con- 
victed. McDonald made his offer simply out 
of friendship for the father, D. E. Goode- 
nougnh. 

Miss Grey was indicted on three counts of 
using the mails to defraud. The maximum 
penalty for each offense is a fine of §500 and 
eighreen months’ imprisonment. If convicted 
and sentenced to a'prison term she would be 
sent tc some county jail in this district. 


Girl Tells Hopes and Wishéds. 

For the first time sinee her arrest Miss Grey 
became communicative during the afternoon 
hours while waiting for the jury to report. 
She told of her desires and ambitions, her 
opinion of marriage, and claimed to wish to 
win a reputatign in Chicago for honesty 
and ability. 

Mies Grey gave the following opinions: 

Marriage is a lottery—the majority of cases are 
failures. 

Men, a@ a class, are fickle and cannot be de- 
pended on. 

Women can really love truly but once. 

Conducting a matrimonial agency is disgusting 
and revolting. 

The girl wae nervous and i]! at ease while 
waiting in the witnese room just outside of 
Judge. Landis’ court. She paced backward 
and forward across the room. Once she 
fainted and fell into Attorney Britton's arms 
when an unfounded report reached her that 
the jury stood eleven for conviction and one 
for acquittal. 

“Telegraph mamma that it ie not true,” 
she cried. 


Marks Attitude of Jurors. 

During the wait she drew a diagram of the 
jury chairs, and marked the men who she be- 
lieved favored an acquittal. 

“The chairs I have marked black,” she 
said, “are the ones who want to send me to 
prison. The ones crossed are the men who 
can be swung by the majority. Those with 
a circle are for me.”’ 

According to Miss Grey’s diagram, six men 
stood for acquittal, four for conviction, and 
two undecided. 

“Tam a good judge of human nature,’ she 
said, “and can tell who of the jurymen fa- 
vor me.”’ 

* Will you go back to Elgin and continue 
the matrimonial business?’ Miss Grey was 
asked. 

“If I ever go back to Elgin,” she relied, 
“it will be because I am convicted of de- 
frauding people. If the jury saye guilty I'll 
probably be sent to the asylum for the insane 
at Elgin.” ? 

“Wil you go home: pO Re parents?’ 

“No, I will not, The moment I am ac- 
quitted I will e fur a job as a stenogra- 
phe# and fy to win in Chicago a reputation 
for honesty and ability.

Taken from. Wagon Marooned in 
Swollen River. 


WORK ALL NIGHT IN VAIN. 


Farmers, Driven Back Time After 
Time, Win at Dawn. 


ed 


Fiemington, N. J., Feb. 15.—[Special.}— 
After laboring all night in the swollen, ice 
filled stream of the South Branch river a 
band of farmers succeeded shortly before 
dawn in rescuing 7 year old Eddie Matthews, 
marooned since yesterday on a wagon in the 
midst of the torrent. 

The river was rising inch by inch as the 
men worked, and the boy was taken off In the 
nick of time, the wagon having disappeared 
beneath the flood when light came. 

News of the boy’s perilous plight was 
brought to neighboring farmers by the two 
men who were driving with the boy when 
the wagon became stalled. They were Fred- 
erick Rowe and Arbor Marshall. 

With a team of horses they had started for 
Flemington and attempted to cross the south 
bianch at Packer's island, they said, 

Horses Stop in Terror. 

The river was in floog several feet deep over 
the emba-kment, but the horses kept on 
until they were close to the bridge itself. 
There the current became far swifter and 
the ice swept down in great masses. 

The roar of the stream and the blows of the 
ice terrified the team and they balked. The 
men whipped and coaxed, but the animals 
only whinnied and shivered with fright and 
refused to advance. 

“We ewam ashore to get help. The boy 
stil) is on thé wagon,”’ Rowesaid. Both men 
were badly used ap by their. battle with the 
ice. 

One of the farmers leaped on a horse and 
rode among the neighbors, raising the alarm. 
Dusk was falling by the time the rescuers 
came to the river’s edge, and inthe thick 
fog only dim masses of trees and bushes 
could be distinguished, and the boy and 
wagon were hidden from sight. 

An anxious halloo from the bank brought 
an answering cry from the fog, however, and 
the farmers knew there still was time. 


Rescuers Driven Back by Ice. 

Three of the strongest. at once started 
out together in an effort.to ford their way 
as far as they could and swim the rest. The 
distance was not great, but they soon were 

reed to turn back by the swirling rapids 
and great cakes of ice. 

Lanterns had been lit on shore and the men 
succeeded in making land again after a hard 
struggle. They were numb from the icy 
water and badly done up. 

The boy began to cry as the night came on 
and no sign of help neared him. The farm- 
ers called back encouragement to him and 
told him to hold on a little longer. The water 
was over the wagon body and one of the 
horses had been swept away. The boy man- 
aged to call to them. 

The rescuers knew ft all was over with the 
ind if he fell asleep, so they kept calling to 
him frequently through the night. The 7 
year old boy kept his nerve and held to hig 
precarious seat, while the flood roared 
through the trees and structure of the bridge 
and the ice cakes struck and shook the 
wagon. 

All the while the water rose glowly but 
steadily and drove the rescuers back. Thé 
cries of the boy spurred the men on to fur- 
ther efforts, and at intervals through the 
night fresh attempts were. made to swim to 
the wagon. In each case the rescuers were 
Griven back exbausted. The fog had the 


| 


dense blackness of night and made the risk 
great, 

Shortly after midnight a rowboat was 
brought up on a wagon, and with a cheer it 
was launched in theriver. It was manned by 
two men, and with @ lantern aboard théy 
started toward the bridge. They made good 
progress until they were within fifty feet 
of the wagon when the ful) force of the cur- 
rent gripped their craft, The skiff was 


driven down stréam away from the cries of.; 


the boy, which had been directing their 
course. 

The boat drifted ashore halt a mile below. 
The crying of the boy had already told the 
watchers he was not aboard the craft. 

Rush Work Against Time. 

It was slow work getting the skiff ashore, 
but the men worked feverishly, realizing «hat 
the rising river left them but little time more. 

A score of men picked up the boat and 
placed it on a waiting farm wagon. The 
horses were galloped all the way around to 
a point half a mile above the bridge. 

Then the boat was launched again. The 
fog was thick, but the two farmers aboard 
knew every tree and fence in the district. 
They were so far upstream that they had 
little difficulty in getting out far enough be- 
fore the violence of the flood seized their 
craft again and swept them downstream. 

Rowing ‘vith all his might against the cur- 
rent, the man at the oars succeeded in slack- 
en‘ng the progress of the boat as he neared 
the wagon. With their craft crunching about 
among the ice cakes the men finally caught 
sight of the boy, and by a desperate effort 
made their way toward him. 

The man in the stern leaned far out and 
catching the boy by the shoulder pulled him 
aboard. Then the current caught them and 
swept them on. The remaining horse had 
disappeared in the water close to the level 
of the seat. 

The rescuers gave a shout and an answer- 
ing cheer came back through the fog from 
the crowd on shore. The landing was made 
safely and 7 year old Eddie Matthews was 
safe on shore again. 

He was badly chilled, but otherwise unhurt. 
His father and mother, Mr. and Mrs. George 
Matthews of Flemington, were the center of a 
scene of general rejoicing.

SHERMAN ACT BAD 


James M. Beck Praises Stand- 
ard-Oil and Denounces 


Law Against It. 


JUDGE LANDIS A HEARER. 
Speech Made at Bankers’ Banquet 
and They Liberal 
with Applause. 


Judge Kenesaw M. Landis last evening sat 
at a banquet table and heard the Standard 
Oll company, against which he assessed the 
largest fine on record, lauded as the greatest 
benefactor of American commerce, while the 
Sherman anti-trust l@w, under which the fine 
was assessed, was picked to pieces, roundly 
a@tnounced and thrown aside as “a joke” 
and “‘a legal monstrosity.” 

These views were given expression in 4 
vehement manner by James M. Beck, former 
assistant United States attorney general, at 
the regular meeting of the Bankers’ club of 
Chicago at the Auditorium Annex. After he 
had outdone Chancellor Day in the anti-labor 
arguments that have made the head of Syra- 
cuse university famous, he was seconded 
verbally by Leslie M. Shaw, former secretary 
of the treasury, and, judging by lofig con- 
tinued applause, by evéry banker who was 
present. © 


Cause of Financial Trouble. 

“ This government has disemboweled itself 
cf its magnificent prosperity,” said Mr. Beck. 
“A year ago the secretary of commerce and 
labor was violating the letter of the law in 
order.to induce immigration of laborers to 
this country. Today these laborers are wan- 
dering the streets of all our cities.crying for 
work. ’ 

‘In the minds of the masses there are but 
two theories as to the cause of this panic. 
One is that the great Samson, your strenu- 
ous executive, has become furiously enraged 
and has drawn down upon us the pillars that 
upheld the structure of our commercial su- 
premacy. 

“ The other theory is that the great fnan- 
clal malefactors who have juggled business 
affairs dishonestly are to blame. 

“TI believe that there is truth in both the- 
ories. I believe that our president has ag- 
gravated the general feeling of distrust and 
has made matters much more serious than 
they were. But, after all, you.must go still 
further back in order to get at the root of this 
evil. 

“You will find that this situation ts but 
the climax of a most audacious and mistaken 
experiment in government. After the close 
of the civil war state after state entered into 
the construction of laws forbidding consoli- 
dations of all sorte—consolidation which 
_would have been beneficial as well as consoll- 
dation which was looked upon as dangerous. 

“* There was intense agitation against great 
orgerizations which were, more or less cor- 
rectiy, styled ‘the trusts.’ All of these 
great corporations consequently were injured 
as greatly as possible. 


Lauds Oil and Sugar Trusts. 

“TI want to say that the Standard Oil com- 
pany, the butt of the greatest part of this 
denunciation, is the greatest business organ- 
ization in the world. It was ,organiged at 
a time when all the little contpanies were 
knifing each other, and it since has grown 
to its present proportions. Whatever its 
faults, and I admit that they are many, they 
will be weighed against the benefits which 
have beep derived from it by a more liberal 
posterity, and it will be found that it was 
one of the greatest of benefits to commercia! 
America. " 

’ The American Sugar Refining company, 
called ‘the trust,’ has brought stability into 
the sugar trade and untold benefits have 
been derived from its operations.”’

Fairbanks took his seat in the senate as the 
successor of Dan Voorhees on the same day 
that McKinley took the oath of office at the 
east front of the capitol. From that time 
‘on until the day 
funeral at Buffalo there was no time when 
Fairbanks did not belong to the inner coun- 
cll of the administration. 


banks represented the administration in that 
body more than any other man. He did not 
talk much on the floor, but no steering com- 
mittee could hold a meeting without a con- 
sultation with him. 


Advice Saves Nation’s Honor. 


It was during the trying time which fol- 
lowed the destruction of the Maine and pre- 
ceding the declaration of war that Senator 
Fairbanks made his presence most felt. 
There were a number of momentous confer- 
ences, the detailed story 6f which has never 
yet been given to the public. The people 
were crying for war, the president «nd those 
in his confidence knew tha. we were not 
prepared to fight. It was haré to gain time 
without letting the world know our disgrace- 
ful condition. Besides that, McKinley did 
not’want to go to war until he had exhausted 
every possible diplomatic device. 

There was a time when it seemed likely 
that congress, carried away by the popular 
clamor, might declare war. The condition 
which had to be discussed was, first, whether 
the president was justified in vetoing that 
declaration, and, second, whether enough 
republicans could be depended upon to pre- 
vent either one of the houses from passing 
that declaration of war over the veto of 
William McKinley. 

At the time when the conferences of this 
kind, involving, as they evidently did, the 
welfare and honor of the American nation, 
were of daily and nightly occurrence, Sen- 
ator Fairbanks was invariably a member 
even of the most select circle of the presi- 
dent’s advisers. Furthermore, the most im- 
portant of all these conferences was held 
at Senator Fairbanks’ house for the express 
purpose of avoiding the attention of the army 
of correspondents who were watching the 
White house. Vice President Hobart, Mark 
Hanna, Senator Fairbanks, Senator Spooner, 
and Senator Allison probably had more to 
do with defining the attitude of the admin- 
istration at that critical time than any 
others except the president himself. 


Avoids Trouble with Canada. 


When the war was over, McKinley turned 
to Fairbanks just as naturally as before. 
There was a time when the questions in dis- 
pute between this country and Canada be- 
came extremely aggravated. There was the 
fight over Newfoundland fisheries. There 
were the wrangles about the customs mat- 
ters, and there were the serious disputes as 
to the fishing rights and boundary lines in 
the great lakes district. Overshadowing all 
was the dangerous difference in regard to 
the boundary line of our Alaskan possessions. 
Had not Canada and the United States been 
bound by a common language and more or 
leds common ancestry, there would have 
been dynamite enough in almost any of these 
disputes to provoke a war which would have 
made the opera bouffe affair with Spain a 
mere jangle between rival battalions of tin 
soldiers. 

At this juncture McKinley selected Sena- 
tor Fairbanke as chairman of the American 
high commission, to which was intrusted 
the delicate duty of adjusting our relations 
with Canada. We were confronted at that 
time with a dozen difterent serious questions. 
A peace treaty had to be agreed upon with 
Spain, no one knew what to do with the 
Philippines, and there was grave doubt 
whether order ever could be restored in Cuba. 

The high joint commission, of which Sena- 
tor Fairbanks was the presiding American 
commissioner, did the best of all things in the 
world at that particular time, because it did 
nothing at all. It was the beat possible 
diplomacy, because Canada had a serious 
case when all issues were presented together. 
Taken in detail, they were comparatively 
easy of solution, and when the United States 
won its case regarding the Alaskan bound- 
ary, for the integrity of which Senator Fair- 
banks stood out from the start. there was 
nothing left to quarrel about. 


McKinley Dead; Still Faithful. 


I shall not eoon forget a little scene at Buf- 
falo in 1901. I had just come from seeing 
Roosevelt take the oath of office In the par- 
lor of a friend’e house down the avenue. 
Then I hurried back to the house surrounded 
by the gloomy guard of honor where McKin- 
ley lay dead. In the little reception room on 
the ground floor there were three men who 
had not participated in the ceremony of see- 
ing the new king crowned. They were busily 
engaged in going over the details for bringing 
the body of the dead president to Washington 
and for conducting. the public funeral serv- 
icea in the rotunda of the capitol. 

They were bowed with grief over their work 
and yet they were probably the three rer- 
sons of all others who: best represented the 
memory of the McKinley administration be- 
cause of their peculiar personal intimacy 
with the assassinated president. They were 
Senator Mark Hanna, Senator Fairbanks, 
and Charles G. Dawes, the controller of the 
currency. , , 

It has not been my purpose to write a 
biographical sketch of the vice president. 
Anybody can get that out of an almanac, 
Me will be 56 years old about a month before 
the convention meets in Chicago. Born in 
Ohio, a citizen of Indiana since his marriage, 

thirty-four years ago, senator for nine years, 
vice president for three years, and distinc- 
tively a man of affair since his entrance into 
politics more than fifteen years ago, Indi- 
ana’s favorite son is quite evidently of pres- 
idential stature.

William Jennings, Bryan Speaks 
for Catholic Woman’s League. 


HAS PLATFORM FROM BIBLE. 


Denounces Tainted Wealth and Its Ac- 
ceptance by Institutions. 


Through the medium of a religious lecture 
last night William Jennings Bryan made it 
piain.that men of wealth who have obtained 
their money by criminal methods have small 
place in his affections. Mr. Bryan also 
evolved a new platform for political parties. 

In the course of his address, which was en- 
titled “ The Prince of Peace,” and wae de- 
livered at the Seventh Regiment armory un- 
der the auspices of the Catholic Woman's 
league: before an audience of 5,000 persons, 
Mr. Bryan said: 

“Many men heve sought wealth as a 
means of finding peace. Many men have 
tried to buy their way into the place which 
others have reached by years of sacrifice 
and clean living. Some have tried to give 
their money away and have not succeeded. 
Then there has been a great outcry. 

“Society hes taken a long etep forward 
when it says to the man whose money has 
blood on it: 

“*No; keep your money and learn ' how 
lonely you are when money is all you have.’ ” 


Bryan’s New Piatform. 

The new platform was announced by Mr. 
Bryan in these words: 

‘All political parties hava platforms which 
they spend months in formulating and 
months in fighting to get people to accept. 
There is one platform more fundamental 
than the platform of the democratic party— 
yes, in this city, I darasay, it is more funda- 
ineptal than the pf&tform of the republican 
party. It is one on which all parties can 
stand and be successful, and it is the plat- 
form of the ‘ Prince of Peace’: 

ae Thou shalt ldéve thy neighbor as thy- 
self.’ |

Find Asylum System Inadequate. 

The real trend of the investigation of the 
committee, together with its probable find- 
ings, became known after a eonference in 
the morning. The committee probably. will 
report back to the legislature that the pres- 
ent system under which the asylums are 
maintained is inadequate, recommending & 
change in the system. 

Representative Manny pointed to the leg- 
islature’s resolutions under which the in- 
vestigation is being made and deolared that 
the committee now was seeking faults in the 
system, not faults with any particular per- 
sons or. institutions. The final report, he 
said, probably would contain recommenda- 
tions as to changes In this system. 


May Recommend Higher Tax. 

Statements made by Chairman Hill in the 
course of the investigation indicate that the 
committee wilkrecommend one of the changes 
for which the board of charities has been 
fighting for some time—e higher per capita 
appropriation for the asylump. 

The board of charities insists that the state 
asylums cannot properly be maintained upon 
the sum per inmate that now is being ap- 
propriated, and if the committee meke rec- 
ommendations which will result in such a 
change it is considered likely that the ma- 
jority’ of the asylum ills of the state will 
immediately. be removed. 

It was Miss Julia Lathrop, member of the 
board of charities, who declared that the 
greatest obstacle in the path of asylum re- 
forms was the low appropriations per capita. 

“ Little or nothing can be done in the way 
of improvement until that condition is re- 
moved,” said Miss Lathrop. 

‘“ And the committee, I believe, agrees with 
you,” replied Chairman Hill. “ Our investi- 
gation has proved the truth of your remarks, 
and it is my opinion that the legislature will 
rectify that wrong.”

His clothes have the ‘No more, no less/ and 
‘from the mills to the man look,’ ’’ was the 
criticism made by Hughey Ardleigh, one of 
the delegates. 

Mr. Enright appears disinterested. He is 
not looking for an office and he’s not a 
tailor, though he selis woolens. 

“ President Roosevelt," said he, “ not only 
dresses in good taste and befitting his exalt- 
ed station, but he’s a good judge of clothes, 
His businese garments are made by a firm 
near Broadway and Twenty-second street 
and his dress clothes by a tailor near Fifth 
avenue and Thirty-fifth street in New York. 
I don’t belleve you can beat these firme for 
good and correct garments. 


Where Ardleigh Uses Chalk. 


"When Mr. Ardleigh said he had al! he 
could do to keep his chalk in his pocket when 
he saw the president's clothes I had to 
laugh. Mr. Ardleigh doesn’t know how, and 
never did know how to use chalk, except on 
the end of a billiard cue, perhaps. He is 
neither a journeyman, a cutter, a merchant 
tailor, nor a critic of clothes, for he doesn’t 
know good clothes when he gees them. 

“A strenuous, hardworking man like the 
president can’t find time to change his gar- 
ments three or more times daily. With the 
daily grind he goes through the best made 
suit of clothes in the world would look as if 
it had been worn a month without the tailor's 
tron to smooth out the wrinkles.

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KIDNAPER HAS FIT ON STAND 


William’ Birmingham Falls as 
He Testifies Before Jury. 


WIFE AND EXPERT SAY SHAM 


Case Postponed and Incident Will 
Form Basis of Contest. 


An epileptic fit—sham or real—was an incl- 
dent of the trial of the kidnapers of little 
Lillian Wulff yesterday. William Birming- 
ham had the fit in full view of the jury 
yesterday morning while testifying in his 
own behalf. 

Dr. William O. Krohn, offieial medical juror 
in the Cook county insanity court, specially 
present to study Birmingham's actions, put 
him to the “ epileptic test,”’ and subsequent- 
ly expressed the opinion that the prisoner 
was shamming. Nevertheless the happening 
opens the way for an expert medical contest 
on the man’s mental condition, which the de. 
fense appears to desire. 

Before entering his ‘‘ dream " Birmingham 
stated that Everett Merrell, alias Riley, 
whose whereabouts is unknown, was the 
chief conspirator who directed Mrs. Birming- 
ham to take the child, and the prisoner’s only 
wrongdoing, according to his own statement, 
was lifting the child into the wagon. 

That Birmingham and his wife are beyond 
reconciliation is indicated by her actions 
during his spell. 

**He can do whatever he wants to,” she 
laughingly said. “‘ He used to do it to create 
sympathy when we were begging." 

Chief Shippy on Stand. 
Chief Shippy, first witness of the morning, 


j;was the lagt one called by the defense, The 


thief gave a general description of what oc- 
curred in his office on the evening of Dee. ‘12, 
when the child was brought back with Bir- 
mingham and his wife. 

“The woman: told me,” salé the chief, 
“that her name was not Jones, which haj 
been given by the man prisoner, but Bir- 
mingham. I had detailed men to watch Wulff 
so that he could notattack Birmingham. He 
showed an inclination to do so. The womar 
told me her husband made her take the 
child and said something about a previous 
case where they had taken a girl. Mrs. Bir- 
mingham told me she was afraid of her hus- 
band.” 

Birmingham then took the stand, and, un- 
der the guidance of his attorney, Dwight B 
Carmichael, told the foNowing story: ‘“T 
was born in Wayne county, Mo., and lived 
there until I was 20 years old. Then I was 
sent to the penitentiary for stealing a set 
of harness. I served two years. I went to 
Topeka and drove a truck. Then I married 
and my wife and I journeyed through Ne- 
braska trading horses. My wife left me and 
I got into trouble for stealing a water bucket 
from a schoolhouse. Last summer I went 
back to Topeka arid found my wife a recruit 
in the Salvation army. 

“We became reconciled and again started 
out and met Riley, who said he wae in trou- 
ble with his wife. He asked us to get his 
child and adopt her. Riley, my wife, and 
I intended going to California together. 
Riley pointed out the Wulff girl, my wife took 
her away, and I put her in the wagon. [I 
never beat or mistreated her in any way.” 


“Fit” Closes Prisoner’s Testimony. 

Cross examined by Attorney John Tyrrell, 
representing the woman prisoner, Birming- 
ham denied ever throwing a knife at his wife 
or attempting to kill her. At the conclusion 
of his answer Birmingham pitched headlong 
from the witness chair and after a twist or 
two lay prostrate upon the floor. Quick asa 
flash the bailiffs crowded round the prisoner 
and did their best to obscure him from the 
jurors, but they saw what had happened. 

Assistant State’s Attorney B. J. Short lost 
no time in reaching the witness, and though 
the latter would not respond to a vigorous 
shaking Mr. Short was thoroughly convinced 
he was making a play, and @irected Dr. 
Kiohn to examine him. 
‘The physician applied a pin to Birming- 
ham’s flesh and he shrank away fromit. He 
winked when a lighted match was held be- 
fore his eyes. His pulse was 72,. while the 
physician said that an epileptic’s pulse was 
‘much higher and far mofe irregular. Dr. 
Krohn also stated that a real epileptic sub- 
ject in the condition the prisoner was pre- 
tending to be would not have noticed the pin 
jab nor winked at the match. - The: doctor 
polfited out that an epileptic always goes to 
sleep when emerging from his fit, while Bir- 
mingham “landed” wide awake and was 
abie to walk to the jury room. 


Defense Asks Postponement. 


After he had rested a few minutes Judge 
Kersten asked the defense if they were 
ready to proceed. Tyrreli expressed his 
willingness, but Attorney Carmichael inter- 
posed with: 

“I don't know whether I am or not. The 
state has been telling all around that this is 

a fake. I don’t know whether the man is in 
perv to resume. Let the state order 
him brought in." 

“Bring in the defendant,” ordered the 
judge. Birmingham resumed his place on 
the stand, but on Carmichael’'s protest the 
case was adjourned.

FRENCH CAR BREAKS DOWN.

Geneva, N. Y., Feb. 15.—[Special.] — The 
American, French, and Italian cars in the 
New York to Paris autonpobjle race arrived 
here at 6:05 o'clock tonight. The other cars 
are expected at Geneva tomorrow. 

In the hotel where the contestants put up 
for the night, Bourcier St. Chaffrey of the 
French car and Austin Scarfoglio of the 
Italian car announced that they were dis- 
gusted with the treatment accorded them by 
the occupants of the American car. 
Americans, the foreigners said, refused to 
help in the road breaking from Syracuse to 
Geneva. 


Three Cars Run Into Swamp. 

The autoists today made fairly good time 
until near Seneca Falls, where all three cars 
ran into a swamp, where they remained fast 
for an hour and a half, until hauled out by a 
farmer's horses. After getting out of this 
difficulty the ‘care ran on to Cayuganear, 
where they struck four and a half feet of 
snow. The Frenchmen and Italiane say 
while they shoveled out a patch for half a 
mile, the Americans sat idle in their car. 
Five hours were lost on this road.

New York, Feb. 15.—Receivers were ap- 
pointed tonight for the Mutual Reserve Life 
Insurance company upon the application of 
a policy holders’ committee. Insolvency and 
inability to meet its obligations were given 
in the court’s order as the reason for the 
move. 

In the company’s answer to the complaint 
the allegations made by the complainant 
as to fraud in the management of the com- 
pany’s business were denied, but the com- 
pany admitted the allegations made-as to 
its inability to carry out its contracts with 
its policy holders. 

Title for all properties of the company was 
vested in the receivers, and the order further 
enjoined all policy holders and creditors 
from instituting any other suits, but directed 
them.to make common cause with the two 
policy holders who filed the suit which re- 
sulted in the present appointment of re- 
ceivers. 

A report made by examiners to the super- 
intendent of insurance on Nov. 10, 1907, and 
which explained the condition of the com- 
pany down to the last day of August last, 
showed total labilities of $6,418,717, and ad- 
mitted assets of $3,701,602.

Full credence was given to 
the testimony of the two score of friends 
and neighbors of Col. Snell who declared 
their belief that he was insane. There was 
no question of the opinions of the alienists 
who had supported this theory. 

Not one of the twelve men doubted that 
the nonogenarian ,was unjust to his son, 
Richard Snel!, the contestant of his will. 

The only point of d ement was that 
of the undue influence alleged to have been 
brought to ar upon the testator by the 
creatures who played upon his susceptibili- 
ties. 

The jury was given full possession of the 
Cirecult} courtroom in the county building, 
around the doors of which were gathered sgev- 
eral groups of persons interested in the out- 
come of the case. 


Voices Raised in Argument. 


Now and then the voices of those upon 
whose decision rests the outcome of the trial 
could be heard raised in exhortation. ‘The 
two or three men who attempted to lead 
their associates into the belief that Mrs. 
Hamilton's letters were to be considered 
legitimate and important evidence, argued 
for hours at a time, while those who opposed 
them were silent but firm in their belief that 
the missives had but little part in the will 
contest. 

The jury as a whole was deeply stirred by 
the attorneys of Richard Snell, and it was 
predicted when the case was placed in their 
hands that no longer than three hours would 
be required for a return of a finding, but it 
developed later that there were three men of 
the panel who apparently were unalterably 
opposed to the belief that the relations ex- 
isting between Col. Snell and several women 
of his intimate acquaintance were proper 
evidence of insanity. 


RISING RIVERS THREATEN 
PITTSBURG AND OHIO CITIES. 


Railroad Tracks Inundated and the 


Damage from the Flood Is Expected 
to Reach Millions. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 15.—Spreading ruin and 
disaster in its path, the annual flood of the 
rivers and small streams of this section holds 
Pittsburg in its grasp tonight. 

At 10 o'clock the water had reached a stage 
of twenty-six feet and was rising a half foot 
an hour. The weather bureau predicted 
thirty feet by tomorrow morning and possi- 
bly a foot higher when the crest of the flood 
arrives late Sunday afternoon. 

In the Pittsburg district alone the damage, 
it is expected, will amount to several mil- 
lion dollars.

Ocean Travelers, Unable to Walk 


SIX MEALS SERVED EACH DAY 


Steamship Heads in Move to Discour- 
age Waste and Dyspepsia. 


New York, Feb. 15.—[{Special.}]—Transat- 
lantic tourists are too well fed on shipboard, 
according to local steamship agents, ang di- 
rectors of several lines are engaged in over- 
hauling the cuisine with a view of economy. 

Nothing edible possible to get in the market 
on either side of the ocean is omitted from 
the menu of the first cabin table on the big 
liners. It is the frequent boast of travelers 
competent to judge that the cuisine on the 
average ocean liner excels that of the leading 
hotels in London and New York, with the 
luxury of transportation thrown in, at a 
rate not exceeding that charged ashore. 

The introduction of tanke for live fish to 
be eaten by patrons by one of the lines and 
the serving of meals at any hour have in- 
duced steamship officials to compare notes 
with the idea of cutting dowm extravagance. 


Tons of Food Wasted. 

The agent of the line, which counts among 
its fleet four of the largest ships in the wor'd, 
in commenting on the proposed reform, said: 

“ Thousands of tons of good food are wast- 
ed annually by every one ‘of ‘the eight first 
class lines that ply between this port and 
Europe. The impression that the leavincs 
of the first cabin are warmed over for in- 
termediate travelers and that what is Peft 
over from the second cabin finds its way into 
the steerage is without foundation. 

“I have strongly recommended a halt, not 
alone in the chief saloon table expenditures 
but tables for other classes. There is no 
necessity for five or six meals a dag at sea. 

“No hotel in the world operated on first 
class plans could furnish six meals a day, 
rot counting coffee, tea, or chocolate at any 
hour, as the regular liners do and emake 
money on the rate the liners get. 


Order Six Kindsof Meat... 


“I have seen large quantities of good 
food cast overboard during a singije trip. | 
have seen ocean travelers order at one meal 
sufficient food for a family for a day. |] 
‘have seen them direct the stewards to bring 
them half a dozen kinds of meat at a meal, 
then mutilate, but not eat, four of the six. 

“I have seen, them eat pound after‘pound 
of the most expensive fruits between meals 


when they really were unable to walk | 
| around the deck from overeating. It is high 


time the steamship companies discouraged 
gluttony, waste, and dyspepsia. 

“No matter how careful the chief steward 
may be he cannot prevent the unpardonable 
waste that is a part of the present system of 
feeding passengérs. I venture the opinion 
that the food wasted in one month on the 
great liners would be sufficient to feed all the 
hungry of New York, London, Paris, and 
Berlin for a week.”

Parkways to Be Extended.

In thé woolen industry this system was 
used, the various plants of the American 
Woolen company being placed on short time, 
while the plants most expensive *to operate 


were shut down. This industry has not shown } 


the general resumption to a large degree. 

Coxspicuous among the other industries 
which closed were the plants of the American 
Locomotive company and the Gorham Silver- 
ware company, both of Providence. The first 
named shut down on Feb. 1, throwing 1,000 
out of work, and shows no signs of resump- 
tion. The Gorham concern, which employs 
2,000 hands, now has resumed full time. 

The Boston and Maine raliroad last evening 
announced a cut of 10 per cent In the wages 
of ali employés getting $100 a month and 
over This affects about 1,500 skilled men all 
over northern New England. 

In the locomotive and machinery industry 
6,000 have been laid off with about 4,000 back 
at work. 

In the rubber industry the suspension was 
general, affecting 12,000, 900 of whom are now 
at work. 

In the pulp and paper business the curtail- 
ment has affected 10,000, and few if any 
pants have resumed operations. 

Im electric work 5,000 have been laid off, and 
a Mke number are back at work. 

The lumber industry is hard to estimate, as 
the cperators early curtailed, and not much 
can be said beyond the fact that the cut has 
been about one-half. 


IMPROVEMENT AT MILWAUKEE. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Feb. 15.—[{Special.j— 
There has been a ‘decided improvement in 
the iron industry of the city and state since 
Jan. 1; In the city on the opening of the 
‘new year there were 8,500 foundrymen who 
had been laid off. These have gradually been 
put to work since.

The 
West Milwaukee railroad car shops are run- 
ning with small forces, but there has been 
no change since Jan. 1. 


SLOW GAINS IN PHILADELPHIA. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 15.—[Special.)}—The 
financial situation here is showing some 
brighter prospects, and among bankers and 
business men feeling is optimistic for the fu- 
ture. There are thousands of idle men living 
on charity in the city, however, despite the 
reémployment of many since the first of Feb- 
ruary. 

The Pennsylvania, Reading, 4nd Baltimore 
and Ohio railroads all reduced their operat- 
ing expenses on the basis of 20 per cent. 
Since the first of the year the first named has 
laid 6ff 15,000 men. The Redding railway 
has laid off 4,800 men and the Baltimore and 
Ohio has laid off 4,200 since Jan.'1.

Every one 
seen said that. except in a small way, no 
discharge of employés or reinstatement of 
them had taken place since the first of the 
year. Almost all the laying off of men was 
done in the last four monthe of last year. 

A number of concerns have shortened the 
working time since: Jan. 1, but they had let 
go all the men they needed to discharge . 
before that time. The opinion of most of the 
manufacturers was that the situation now 
is at @ standstill, with a prospect of a slight 
improvement. 


LESS WORK AT OMAHA. 


Omaha, Neb., Feb. 15.—[{Special. }—The men 
and women employed in the industrial pur- 
suits in Omaha and the adjacent territory 
have fared better than the railroad employés 
since the recent financial troubles and reduc- 
tions in forces show greater declines in the 
railroad business than any other. 

While the employés in the train service 
and mechanical departments of the railroads 
whose headquarters are in Omaha have been 
given their discharge in large number, the 
telegraphers have. been able to hold their 
own. An inquiry into conditions on the rail- 
roads indicates that the reductions are larg- 
er than those made in recent years during 
the dull season. The reductions at the in- 
dustrial plants, however, have in several 
cases been smaller than the number of new 
men employed. This is particularly notice- 
able in the packing house business.

Accuses Miss Haley of Juggling. 

Presidem Schneider's attention was called 
to the broadside in the evening.

It is per- 
fecthy true a cut in salaries was made in 
June.

The’ federation at its meeting voted “to 
disapprove officially the recent action of the 
board of education.” 


Libraries in Schools. 


Plans for the installation of branches of 
the public library at various night schools 
threughout the city were formulated in the 
afternoon at a meeting of a joint committee 
composed of school trustees and members of 
the library board. 

The branches, with reading rooms, refer- 
evce books and expert attendants will occupy” 
a room at several of the school bulldings 
where night schools are held. The board of 
eaucation will be asked to furnish a room, 
equipment, heat, and light while the library 


board provides books, periodicals and an at- 


tendant. 

The matter will be presented at the next 
meeting of each of the two bodies and it is 
expected that within six weeks the branches 
will be installed at the Burr, Washington, 
Walsh, and Pullman schools. 


Married Women Would Teach. 


More than thirty former teachers in the 
Chicago public ‘schools who forsook the 
schoolroom’ for’ matrimony tndicated a de- 
sire to get back into the harness by taking 
the examination for experienced teachers, 
which was held during the day at the McKin- 
ley High school. 

The examination was an emergency meas- 
ure, mede necessary by the scarcity of teach- 
ers, which is menacing the work of the local 
schools. A total of 262 applicants appeared, 
935 taking the examination for elementary 
school teachers and 27 for kindergarten 
work. Of the applicants, nine were men and 
six were negroes. 

One woman who came from Denver to take 
the test arrived just in time. She fainted 
over her examination paper. She was re- 
vived, aed finished her work.

Sheep’s Legs Are Jerked. 

Inquiry as°to whetter the sheep was alive 
when it reached the kadi’s house were met 
by protestations of ignorance from those 
who were supposed to know. It is fair toas- 
sume that the bearers of the sheep were not 
above jerking one of the animal's legs in 
order to be able to boast that they had run 
so faet that the sheep still had a kick left 
in it. 

According to Moorish law, while the cere- 
mony’ was taking place in Tangier Mulai 
Abd-el-Aziz and Mulai Abd-el-Hafid must 
have been slaying sheep with their own 
hands in their respective courts of Rabat and 
Marrakesh. Also, there is no dovbt that they 

kissed the standards of Mulai Idrees and 
) other great saints, repeating the fatihah be- 
foreeach. Another of the regular customaof 
the sheep feast is to “ pardon " enemies by 
shaking hands with them. 

Walking through the streets of Tangier 
today, one sees blood in front of, the door of 
every True Believer, who has a door and has 
been able to scrape together the $7 or $8 nec- 
essary to. buy a sheep. In front of many 
doors are piles*of offal that will offend the 
noses of foreigners, a few days hence. The 
condition is general throughout Morocco, 
for every place of human habitation has 
been transformed into an abattoir. 

The livers and hearts of the sheep are being 
consumed today in the form of kodban, little 
pieces of the meat threaded on skewers with 
bite of fat between each. The kodban when 
sooked over a charcoal fire with salt and 
spices is one of the most appetizing of Moor- 

ishes. 
wise feast is a harvest time fer beggars and 
other classes of the poor. It is an accepted 
principle of the rich that at least one-third 
of the sheep killed should go to relatives and 
one-third te the poor. Some of those who 
can afford to be generous kill several sheep. 


Outdoor Sports Next Day. 

A feature of the day after the feast is an 
outdoor game called bu jlood, In this game 
the chief player is dressed in a sheepskin 
and his legs and arms are protected by 
leather.

ATHENS, Jar® 31.—Colbert Greer of Ash- 
tabula, O., has complained to the state de- 
partment of the United States of the out- 
rages to which he was subjected while de- 
tained in the quarantine station at Pirzeus, 
the port of Athens. 

Mr. Greer, with three American compan- 
jones and a Russian woman passenger of 

their boat, endured several days of suffering 
on the island of St, George, unsheltered from 
the cold. uncared for, and insulted at every 
turn. His story is substantially as follows: 

“Leaving Constantinople on Wednesday, 
Jan. 22, I took passage on board a steamer 
for Pirsus, intending to go to Athens. Two 
young American tourists were with me. We 
were notified in advance that a quarantine 
existed in Greece against travelers coming 
from Constantinople, on account of the chol- 
era there, but it seemed wiser to go through 
it than to attempt to enter the country from 
another port. 

“* We had passports from the United States 
and also @ note to the doctor having the 
quarantine in charge from one of the Greek 
diplomatic corps at Constantinople, recom- 
mending us to his best care. We were warned 
against the perils of the Greek quarantine, 
but, thinking our passporte would insure 
safety, we risked the unpleasantness. 


Herded Into Open Huts. 


“ Arriving at the island of St. George, on 
which the quarantine is established, we were 
met at the pier by a number of men, not 
one of whom spoke any other language than 
Greek, and no interpreter was present. The 
quarantine boat came alongside our steam- 
er and we were duly inspected from the rail, 
but were not landed until fifteen hours later. 
' Then the four first class passengers, a Rus- 
sian woman, my countrymen, and myself, 
were shown to a stone cottage divided into 
‘two roome, éach room having but one door, 
which neither shut out wind nor rain, and 
each had two windows and an open fireplace. 


terrible. 

* Later we went to the restaurant for our 
luncheon. There a sight met our eyes such 
as to make a reliable stomach turn. Fowls, 
dogs, and occasionally goats had free access 


over tables covered with bread and other 
food. Uncleansed drinking glasees, numer- 
ous and half emptied bottles of white Greek 
wine were strewn about. There was not a 
table but was covered with filth. The wait- 
ers were as repulsive human beingsasI have 
ever seen. Their hands and faces were 
begrimed, their clothes coated with grease. 

Bread was cut on a cheir from which a 
dog was chased. The linen with which they 
attempted to spread the table was stiff with 
dirt. - 

Storm Adds to Suffering. 


Soon after this meal the rain began to fall 
and in a few hours developed into a violent 
storm, with sleet and wind blowing a hurri- 
cane. No fire was provided for us. One of 
our wtndows would not fasten and the lock 
on the door was so uncertain as to furnish 
poor protection against the storm. No at- 
tendants, service, nor medical inspection 
was given ue. The doctor never visited my 
friends nor myself during our stay at quar- 
antine and cholera. might have developed 
among us without his knowledge. 

"* The next day the storm was increasing in 
violence and the locks and all other fasten- 
ings were taken from our door and also 
from the door of the Russian lady, to whom 
no female attendant or inspector was given, 
and from this time in her room and in ours 
entered a succession of men, dirty and inso- 
lent, and apparently without any duty, ex- 
cepting to note our cold and hunger. 


Woman Appeals for Aid. 


“ At this time the Russian put herself under 
our protection. Her husband had been 
wounded at Port Arthur and after a linger- 
ing ilimess he died at Pirmus on Jan. 9 and 
his widow had come to Greece to take his 
body back to his native land for burial. Her 
condition was known to the doctor, but he 
did not even once offer her a word of counse) 
or suggestion. 

“The storm had died down by the follow- 
ing morning and in the afternoon other sub- 
jects for quarantine were landed, but wide- 
ly separated from us who had half lived 
through the period of our torture. After we 
had been some time in our beds on Sunday 
evening we were awakened by knocks on the 
wall, a signal that the Russian lady needed 
protection. Two men employers had de- 
manded admission to her room, attempting 
to push in the door, which had no lock or 
bolt. 

“ The weather was fine on Monday and the 
time could be passed in the open, and finally 
Tuesday came and with it the end of the 
quarantine, though now came a period when 
extortionate demands were made for shelter, 
beds and service. When it came time to 
leave the island the authorities attempted to 
charge double the price that the private 
transportation companies ask for the same 
boat service.”

SIXTY-THRER GO TO JAIL.

LONDON, Feb. 15.—Whatever the result of 
their cause may be the suffragettes have cap- 
tured the attention of the entire country. 
No day passes without a demonstration of 
some sort, usually having a sequel in the po- 
lice courts. Sixty-three have gone to jail this 
week for forty days each.

Roughly Handled by: Police. 

A band of thirteen started from Caxton hall 
to take a petition to Westminster, but they 
didn’t go. The procession attempted to walk 
on the sidewalk with ordinary pedestrians. 
A crowd who had been expecting the move- 
ment followed and the police attacked them 
before they had gone a hundred yards, and 
they were by no means gentle about it. 
These women had committed no offense, but 
the magistrate ordered them to furnish bonds 
to keep the peace or go to jail for six weeks. 
All went to prison. 

Their campaign has produced a feeling of 
irritation and exasperated the authoritie« 
Ugiy developments are expected as the agi- 
tation develops on a still larger scale, as it 
certainly will, 

Suffragettes especially resent the insinua- 
tion that they are lacking a sense of humor. 
Christabel Bankhurst, who tis the greatest 
individual inspiration crusader, says frankly: 
‘Of course we are ridiculous, but what can 
we do. The movement would be ignored for 
another half century unless we compelled 
attention somehow. We must be either crim- 
inal or silly. Men under like circumstances 
would be criminal. We prefer to be silly.”” 

Self-Denial Week Decreed. 

Suffragettes ‘have decreed a self-denial 
week beginning today to raise funds to make 
the campaign thrive. They have adopted 
many curious expedients. One woman 
makes votes for women with marmelade. 
Another takes a barrel organ about the 
streets. Some collect céntributions at the 
railway stations, and others make five min- 
ute speeches between the acts in theaters 
and music halls and pass collection boxes. 
Hundreds will bombard their friends with 
subscription cards. Bdurding house keepers 
will fine their mem boarders who mention 
suffragettes at the table. 

Dozens of giris will walk to work and send 
their omnibus fares to. the fund. Well to 
do women are expected to contribute a 
week's income or abjure luxuries for the 
benefit of the crusade.

They were back, we were told, early on 
Sunday morning and they blackened and 
whitened the entire city.

He got another vice 
admiral’s salute—and many persons thought 
it was a delicate hint to the United States 
~when the Italian cruiser Puglia came in 2 
day or two later and gave him fifteen guns. 


Fireworks Lilume Night. 

When the ships anchored In four lines op- 
posite the central! part of the city the Bra- 
zilian ships, about a dozen of them, were 
anchored inside. Pratique was granted with- 
‘mm half an hour of the time of the anchoring, 
‘which required some slow maneuvering in 
order to reach the exact positions. 

No official calls were made that night, be- 
Cause it was well after 5 o'clock when the 

“fast anchor was down, and it was Sunday. 
The populace thronged the water front, in 
‘gome places ten deep, until after dark, and 
then the Brazilian ships i{iluminated in honor 
of the fleet. 

Fireworks were set off from the hilltops. 
Still the people staid on»the water front. 
“Up to midnight they could be seen in thou- 
sands. . 

They were there when daylight came, if 
not the same ones then a fresh relay. From 
that day on until the ships left there never 
was an hour when the water front, especially 
ef the city proper, was not thronged with 
the people looking at the ships. 


Rio’s Beauty Unsurpassed. 

The far famed bay of Rio! What shall be 
gaid about it? Travelers and guide books 
have told of its beauties without ceasing. 

Every well informed person knows that 
- $t is regarded as the finest in the world, that 
even Naples is dwarfed in these descriptions 
tm comparison. It is worth while to recount 
its glories again, especially as it revealed 
 ttself to naval men. 

- The writer knows of no better naval twist 
-* “to give to such a description than was writ- 
ten by Herman Melville, who entered this 
bay on the United States frigate United 
States way back in 1843, and who has de- 
scribed the scene in his fascinating book, 
‘White Jacket.” 
' . Nature is still the same. Old Sugar Loaf, 
~ the liberty capped Corcovado, literally the 
’ hunchback, the Organ mountains, and all 
_ -the other peaks still rear their heads as they 
Gid then and encirc!e Rio. 

Here is what Melville wrote from a naval 
standpoint: . 

' Talk not of Bahia de Todos de los Santos, 
the Bay of all Saints, for though that be a 

orious haven, yet Rio is the Bay of all 

vers, the Bay of all Delights, the Bay of 
all Beauties. From circumjacent hillsides 
untiring summer hangs perpetually in ter- 
races of vivid verdure and embossed with 
old mosses, convent and castle nestle in val- 
ley and gien. 


Deep Inlets Add Charm. 


“All around deep inlets run into the green 
mountain land, and overhung with wild 
highlands more resemble Loch Katrines 
than Lake Lemans, yet here in Rio both the 
the loch And the lake are but two wiid flowers 
im a prospect that is almest unlimited.

Sight an Inspiring One.

. Loaf mountain, 1,000 feet high, inclining over 
, @ little like the leaning tower of-Pisa.

But the great surprise of ali was the mag- 
nificent Central avenue, built within the last 
four years right through the heart of the 
city from north to south, Just as Napoleon 
bullt highways in Paris, at 
the south with the great sweeping shore 
boulevards, where the beautiful Monroe pal- 
ace stands. 

This new avenue rivals anything that Paris 
can show. It is about 120 feet wide, with 
sidewalks fifteen feet broad.. In the center 
are lofty lights on artistic poles, each group 
set in a little isle of safety filled with flow- 
ers. and grasses and plants. The architec- 
ture along the avenue is harmonious from 
one end to the other. The effect is im- 
posing and makes a New Yorker think. 


Sidewalks Afe Mosaics. 

But those sidewalks! . It is mighty fortu- 
nate for New York that it hae none like 
them. If it had the psychopathic ward in 
Bellevue would have to be enlarged ten 
times over for the patrons of the Great White 
Way. 

They are big mosaics, composed of small 
pleces of black and white granite. The black 
pieces are used for ornamentation. Every. 
block has a different design. Some have 
zigzags, others curves and curlycues, others 
dragons and starfish (at least they resem- 
bie such), others swing here and there; oth- 
ers are straight, until you feel that all 
you need is a brass band to meke you march; 
others take you in swoops this way and 
that; arrows and daggers point themselves 
at you; bouquets tn stone attract you until 
you almost feel that you want to stoop to get 
a whiff; but the predominant feeling is that 
the designs were sunk for sailors to roll 
back to the ship on, heaving to occasionally 
for bearings; or for intoxicated men to take 
another tack in the hope of finding a shorter 


way. 
Weird Effect on Convivial Tar. 

One of thé bluejackets hit this particular 
“beach” one afternoon after he had been 
drinking copiously but not well. He stepped 
short and called to his mate, a few feet 
away: , 

“ BUL, come here! Take meaway! What 
do I see?

Theater Biggest on Continent. 

As one went to the south on this Central 
avenue he came upon the nearly finished mu- 
ricipal theater, one of the handsomest play- 
houses in the world and probably the largest 
in the western hemisphere. 

Then came the new public library and other 
federal and municipal buildings that are 
being erected back of old Castello hill, where 
the first settlers squatted, and the remains of 
their huddted manner of living still present 
themselves to the eye. . 

And then one came to the white Renais- 
sance pile, the strikingly beautiful Monroe 
palace, named after our own Monroe, whore 
famous doctrine is woven into the woof and 
warp of the Brazilian institutions. 

The building is segregated and is at the 
very gate of the great boulevard system 
fronting on the bay. It is conspicuous from 
the harbor. 

Root’s Visit Bears Fruit. 

Jhis paiace is where the Pan-American 
congress met, where Secretary Root made a 
profound impression in his address. 

Next to Roosevelt the name of Root is fore- 
most on the lips of Brazilians. His visit made 
the deepest impression here. It is still talked 
of, even oh the highways. 

That visit, the Monroe palace, and the visit 
of this fleet are bound to be felt for years 
in the expressions of genuine international 
friendship ef various kinds which will be 
made between the two great republics of 
the north and south. 

Then one saw the boulevard system. Again 
one must repress himself. It is safe to say 
that mo city In the world has anything like 
it, that no avenue or highway is more beauti. 
ful and imposing. J 

One might combine the beauties of the wa- 
ter front of Naples and Mice or of any spot 
in the Riviera with those of the Shore drive of 
New York’s narrows and Riverside drive 
and Lafayette boulevard in New York, and 
still they could not compare with this beau- 
tifully ornamental stretch of boulevard that 
curves about the bright, blue bay. 


Boulevard Lights Like Diamonds. 
Illuminated with thousands of lights at 
night the effect from the harbor is that of 
a long crescent of diamonds ‘flashing upon 
the forehead of the bay. 

No one who has ever seen this highway 
of miles with its palatial dwellings fronting 
upon it and set back against the hills can 
ever forget it. 

It wasn’t here when Melville wrote, but 
truly it makes the city Amphitheatrical 
Rio! 

Then the Americans began to wander about 
the city. The narrow streets in the business 
district are like those of Havana and many 
other cities of people of Latin descent. 

Through this part of town run little mule 
propelled tramways with the narrow rails 
so close to the sidewalk that when the tram 
is crowded to the side steps there is danger 
of sweeping the passengers off in passing 
pedestrians. 


Cleanliness on All Sides. 

But above all else they noted the clean 
condition of things. They asked if it was 
a sudden spurt of cleanliness and were told 
that it was not. 

They asked how about these new streets 
and the extensive, harmonious, and compre- 
hensive bullding that is going on. 

It was declared to be part of a broad policy 
that has been in progress for four or five 
years, part of a plan to make Rio one of the 
most beautiful cities in the world, a plan to 
make it fit the magnificent surroundings 
which @ature has provided for it. 

American opinion was all summed up in 
this general expression: 

“ As handsome a city as I ever saw.”’ 

It was when’ the bluejackets went ashore 
that the Americans began to realize what 
Brazil's welcome realiy meant. The boys 
landed with a whoop and began to scatter. 

Sailorlike, some of them headed for the 
saloons, but the people expected that and 
were surprised that more of them didn't fall 
by the wayside. Most of the men, however, 
went in for rational enjoyment. 

They crowded the postal card emporiums, 
they bought fruit and trinkets, they piled on 
the tramways, and went any old place so jong 
as it was somewhere. 


Yankees Own the City. 


They filled the streets, the cinematograph 
places. Yes, they hired automobiles and 
rode about like nabobs to the astonishment 
of the natives, who must have wondered 
at the princely wages the United States 
paid ita men. They went to the best restau- 
rants and hotels. 

Everywhere they were welcomed. “ Eng- 
lish spoken here,’ was a frequent sign. Thev 
were even allowed to loll on the grass of the 
many beautiful parks, an act that costs a 
native a fine of from 5 to 15 milreis. 

They were respectful to all, but they had 
@ commanding way about them that took. 
They owned the town; they knew it, but 
ory not attempt to take the slighest advantage 

it. 

As the days went by and one saw the be- 
havior of these bluejackets his American 
heart was filled with pride over them. 

They were clean, intelligent, manly, oper, 
as fine a brand of sailor as ever wore a un'- 
form, obeyed an order or sported their money 
lavishly In a foreign port. 


Information Bureau Real Thing. 

The .first thing that greeted the eye of 
every man who landed at the beautiful 
park that used to be an ¢} sore In the cen- 
tral part of the weter front was a big sign 
reading: 

“Information Bureau for American Sea- 
men.”’ 

It was an information bureau, a real one.

Tt was the most useful kind of a welcome 
ever provided in a foreign port for the saflors 
of any people. 

The American and English residents, aided 


| 
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Jack soon found it out, and he rushed there: 
in throngs. He found long tables in the 
room with free writing paper, ink, péns, 
mucilage, and down he sat to write to sweet- 
heart or wife. Then he went to ehange his 
money.

Jack found out quickly that he wasn’t 
rich, for Rio is just now fairly oppressed 
with enormously high prices, due, it is said, 
to paying heavy taxes for all the improve- 
ments that have been going on. 

He found that he had to pay 800 reis foran 
ordinary postage stamp, 400 reis for a glass 
of limoado, about 800 reis for a handker- 
chief or a collar, and, as for a bottle of beer, 
that wage good for a thousand rels or so, and 
the money began to melt quickly. ~ 

But what did Jack care? It was an auto- 
mobile for him or something equally ex- 
pensive. What's the use of being an Ameri- 
can man of war's man if you can't act like 
a millionaire for ten minutes when you reach 
a foreign port? 


Hospitality Is Genuine. 


When the money was changed Jack found 
out the full value of these self-sacrificing 
men and women who had done so much for 
his comfort. 

He got a ‘air exchange for his money and 
wasn’t robbed. This committee had provided 
him with guides to all sorte of places free 
of charge, had made up excursion parties all 
over the city and the surounding country, 
had provided rubbernecks—and how Jack did 
grin when he saw the familiar things—car- 
riages, special trams, and what not: had 
provided for the sale of meal tickets, the 
best postal cards, had codperated with the 
police to look for stragglers. 

Well, Jack smiled and smiled, and he knew 
he was in the hands of his friends, 7 

The prefect ofthe city, Gen. Souza Agular, 
was chairman of the committee, and all the 
leading Americans and Englishmen joined in. 

Especially active was the acting consul gen- 
eral of the United States, J. J. Slechta, and 
Myron A. Clark, the Y. M. C. A. secretary. 

The Y. M. CC. A. here ie affiliated with the 
Sands street branch in Brooklyn. The pla- 
ecards told Jack all about it, and the first 
thing he asked was if Miss Gould had helped 
to pay the expenses. He was told that she 
had not, because she had probably not been 
informed about it. He answered invariably: 

“ Betch'r sweet life she would if she'd 
known about it. ‘Ray for Helen Gould!” 


What the Hosts Provided. 


Here is a summary of what work was done 
for our sailors by this bureau in ten days: 

Eight thousand sheets of paper and 5,000 
envelopes provided free of charge, 21,000 
guides to the city printed and circulated, 
about 175,000 postage stamps sold, nearly 
2,000 meal tickets sold, 3,500 special ex- 
cursions provided, these in addition to the 
many genera) excursions; about $175,000 
exchanged at the lowest possible rates, about 
170,000 postal cards sold, about 2,000 auto- 
mobile trips arranged. 

So Jack and all the others of the fleet went 
sightseeing. They went to Petropolis, the 
summer capital, with its temperate climate, 
in the tropics, and only twenty-two miles 
away, up back of the Organ mountains. 

You climb the heights on a cog railroad, 
just as you climb Mount Washington, and 
you see magnificent views of valleys, the 
bay, the ravines, and guiches that would do 
credit to the Rocky mountains. 

Jack and his mates went to Corcovado in 
throngs, starting on trolleys that crossed the 
famous old aqueduct back of the hills right 
in the city and climbed on and up around the 
city for miles with scarce a hundred fect 
of straight track. 

Then they took the steep cog railroad and 
after a time found themselves poised on the 
peak 2,800 feet above the city, with this place 
of 800,000 inhabitants and its bay and the 
sea all spread out before them in probably 
the most fascinating’ panorama that the 
world presents. 

They visited the wonderful botanical gar- 
den, with its magnificent averue of royal 
palms and its flora, ite trees, its ferns, a 
truly royal place. 


Sailors’ Behavior Splendid. 


The sailors grew to the situation. Day by 
day there were fewer signs of too much drink- 
ing. Occasionally a man or two would over- 
step the bounds, but the authorities saw to it 
that the Americans handled their own men in 
that condition. 

Only one incident marred the visit, and it 
was a pity that any mention of it was cab'ed 
to the United States. After that had been done 
it was necessary to send the truth and cor- 
rect misapprehension. 

It was on the first night of liberty. It was 
merely a saloon brawl. A native negro had 
a row with another and threw a bottle at him. 

The second dodged it and the bottle struck 
one of our seamen at a table and hurt him. 


He got after the megro, who escaped. Back j 


the negro came with a razor and fell upon the 
first bluejacket he saw. 

Several of the best petty officers on one of 
the ships jumped in to quell the disturbance. 
The rabble thought they jumped in to fight. 
Stones were thrown and three of the peace- 
makers were hurt. 

The local police didn’t size up the situation 
and were slow to act. They arrested the 
negro, but let him go. After that they said 
it was a deplorable blunder. 

Liberty was recailed at once and marines 
were sent ashore, but it was soon over, and 
the next morning at the request of the 
authorities 2,000 mén were sent ashore in- 
stead of 1,000 daily as had been pianned. 

The men were warned to conduct them- 
selves properly, and to the everlasting credit 
of our American seamen it must be said they 
heeded the caution well. 


Innocence Has Close Call. 


An illustration of what might have been oc- 
curred on the night of Sunday, Jan. 10. Rival 
political clubs were parading about town 
carrying banners and flags and also giving 
cheers of “ Viva los Americanos!” 

They invited a lot of bluejackets to join 
them. Not knowing what the parades meant 
good natured Jack of course would go along. 

About twenty of them joined each of two 
processions and had the distinction of carry- 
ing the flags and hurrahing every other step. 
It ‘was great fun. 

The officers on shore heard of what was 
going on and dashed up in automobiles. The 
Brazilians would not let their dear friends go 
and the officers had a hard time to get the 
men free. 

‘They obeyed at once instructions to scatter, 
and said they were simply having a good time 
with their new friends. 

Ten minutes later these two parades minus 
the bluejackets came into collision, and there 
was quite severe rioting, with stone throwing 
and the use of knives and bludgeons. 

‘Haé the bluejackets remained innocently 
with the parades they would have been in the 
thick of it, and terrible reports would proba- 
bly have been cabled to the United States of 
our sailors mixing in political affairs, proba- 
bly instigating revolution, and being most 
awful rioters. It was a narrow escapeto get 
them away in time.

Soon Annapolis songs, and yells, and 
shouts were being given. In the intermis- 
sions the place fairly rocked with the songs 
and yells of old days. Men who had been 
tablemates for months shook hands with one 
another as if they had just met after a pro- 
longed separation. Speeches were going on 
at a dozen places at once. 


Cheers for Everybody. 

Then came the close. Our bands first played 
the Brazilian national hymn. What a job 
that ie will be told later. A great outburst 
of cheers followed after every man had 
ceased to stand at attention. The Brazil- 
ians were beside themselves with joy. Then 
came “God Save the King.”” Every one 
could sing that, and while standing at atten- 
tion a mighty chorus of song rolled out. 
More frantic cheering. 

Then came “ The Star Spangied Banner.” 
Profound silence was observed to the last 
note. When the salute was finished a cyclone 
roar followed. 

Men jumped on chairs and yelled and yelled. 
Hats went into the air. The Brazilians and 
English could not be contained. 

A score of men were on tables, each try- 
Ing to ta command of the occasion, each 
calling for three cheers for this person and 
that, for this country and that. None heard 
the others, but it was a grand acclaim of 
good fellowship and intense patriotism. 

One little Brazilian called for three cheers 
for President Roosevelt. I heard him be- 
cauee he was only two feet away. The 
cheers rolled otit and the Brazilian thought 
he had taken the place by storm, and was 
as happy as a child, but the cheers were 
simply a part of all that was going up and 
meant for everybody and everything in the 
way of International friendship. It was a 
night that stirred one. 


Brazil’s Hymn Hard to Play.. 

Ané@ so the visit wore on, and it was a 
pretty tired crowd of guests and hosts before 
the finish came. Probably the Weariest men 
on the ships were the bandmasters, .who 
struggled through the bars of the Brazilian 
national hymn. 

No disrespect is meant, but those Amer- 
icans who are clamoring for a new national 
hymn ought to hear what the Brazilians 
have to put up with and then rest them- 
selves content for all time with what we have. 

In the first place, the Brazilian hymn is 
so long that when you are playing it as a 
Brazilian warship passes the Brazilian gets 
out of hearing and almost ou: of sight before 
you finish.

The visit of the president to the Minnesota 
will call for the manning of the rails of ail 
ships, salutes from all, and when he leaves 
the Minnesota that vessel only will fire the 
salute. 

Going down the bay the ships will salute in 
turn as they pass Villegagnon, will display 
the Brazilian flag, and the rails will be 
manned again. 

The departure bids fair to be even more 
spectacular than the one at Hampton roads, 
cnly the powder and smoke and the biare of 
tLe bands and all the reat of the show will be 
in honor of another president than our own. 

When the last gun has boomed it will mean 
not only good-by to President Penna and 
Brazil, but it will be the black throated re- 
sponse of 14,000 American sallors to Rio. 

The guns will declare Rio to be not only the 
city of all delights, but the city of all hos- 
pitality. 


EVANS SENDS GREETINGS. 

VALPARAISO, Feb. 15.—Two wireless 
dispatches have been received here from the 
American battleship fleet under Rear Ad- 
miral Evans whitch was reviewed off Val- 
paraiso yesterday, after which it continued 
on its way to Callao. 

One ig addressed to Rear Admiral Simp- 
son of the Chilean navy, and says: 

The commander of the Atlanic fleet begs you to 
convey to President Montt, in the name of him- 
sel’, his officers and men, the &ppreciation of the 
honor he has done them by reviewing the fleet off 
Valparaiso. To this I add expressions of my per- 
sonal regard, and hope I will have the pleastre 
of neeting you again. I send you my good wishes.

The Barberini was built by Urban VIII. tn 
1660 and on its grand staircase is the famous 
lion found at Palestrina, before which 
Canova used to He studying his design for 
the tomb of Clement XIII, in St. Peter's. 

/ Rare Manuscripts There. 

The library of the palace contains a rare 
collection of manuscripts, including letters 
of Galileo, of Bembo, and some illuminated 
missals from Ghirlandajo brought together 
by Cardinal Barderini whose coat of arms 


| had the same emblem as Napoleon's, theree. 


And in the very top of the old palace is a 
smatl room entirely decorated With the insect. 
The private theater and cosy rooms are full 
of sunlight and from them can be had mag- 
nifitent views of the Bternal city. 

Here it was that the elder ry entertained 
Landor, Hawthorne, Lowell and Longfellow 
and imparted the inspiration for the writing 
of “The Marble Faun.”

In 1898 the Palazzo Barberini witnessed the 
celebration of the elder Story’s golden wed- 
ding. Two years later Mr. Story died in 
Vallombrosa, leaving his lease of the Bar- 
berini and its principal art treasures to his 
son Waldo and his villa at Vallombrosa to 
Julian. 

The sale is going on well and the apartment 
is full day after day with persons curious to 
see how these well known foreigners lived. 

With the departure of Waldo Story this 
American family, which for two generations 
has been an integral part of artistic Rome, 
wil soon be forgotten, neither father nor son 
haying left the Eternal city any lasting mon- 
uments in marble or in print. Bven “* Roba 
di Roma," which is almost a classicin Amer- 
ica, in Rome is unknown. 


-KAISER PLANS ART EXCHANGE. 


Finds Germ of New System in Visit of 
Berlin Sculptor Schott to This 
Country. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BERLIN, Feb. 15.—The kaiser has sug- 
gested the idea of a new exchange system 
between the United States and Germany, this 
time in art. When he heard that the Berlin 
sculptor, Schott, was to visit America to or- 
ganize an exhibition of German sculpture at 
the close of the year, the emperor exclaimed: 
“ Why, here's the germ of art exchange be- 
tween Germany and America.”’ 

He promised support in case the sculpture 
exhibition developed. Schott complains that 
the chief difficulty is the high duty on works 
of art. America hopes to overcome this. 
Ambassador Tower has suggested that con- 
gress rule that the exhibits which are worth 
about a million dollars need not pay duty. 

Schott will consult the authorities of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. President 
von Sternburg believes the expenses can be 
more than covered if only a small percentage 
of New York art lovers visit the exhibition. 
Any surplus can be devoted to a permanent 
scholarship fund, controlled by committees 
in Germany and America for sending talented 
American students to study art in Germany. 

Before leaving America, Schott and his 
friends, with the support of the kaiser, will 
try to organize a show of American art 
works. 


YANKEE ARTISTS IN WARFARE. 


Hanging Committee of American Soci- 
ety in Paris, Disliking Board’s 
Action, Goes on Strike. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Feb. 16.—Almost on the eve of the 
midwinter exhibition, always one of the 
prineipal events of the year of the American 
Art association, the hanging committee of 
that famous institution went on a strike. 

The action was taken as a protest against 
what it regards as unwarranted interference 
by the board of governors of the club. At 
the last meeting of the board it was intimated 
that the hanging committee was wrong in 
fostering special exhibitions, such the 
impressionist and tonalst groups, at the ex- 
pense of the more representative displays. 

This intimation reached the hanging com- 
mittee, and as most of the pictures for the 
midwinter show are arriving, the committee 
held a hasty meeting and decided to resign 
forthwith. The pictures aiready received 
were hung by the club janitor, assisted by 
the servants, and the result was so weird 
that a number of artists withdrew their pic- 
tures. 

The governors are now circulating a peti- 
tion of protest against the threatened revoilu- 
tion.

Trade Gossip on Change. 


Cash wheat sales yesterday were’modest, but 
there was a fair inquiry, with considerable actiy- 
ity among the brokers. Prices were steady rela- 
tively, with No. 2 red winter offered at 1@1%c 
under May in store. Holders in some instances 
are asking May price in store and others 4c 
under. At Minneapolis the cash demand has 
fmproved matertally the last two or three Ways, 
and No. 1 northern was quoted 2c over May, with 
a good demand from both local and country mifis. 
Flour sales at the northwestern market also have 
been much better than recently. St. Lotils con- 
tinues to sel fair quantities of wheat every day, 
reporting sales of 25.000 Bu No. 2 red from store 
yesterday. Other markets were quiet. It was 
reported that St. Louis dealers are inquiring here 
for red winter wheat, and stocks there are said to 
be detreasing steadily, with much of the remaining 
wheat in store already sold for shipment. Sup- 
plies of corn tn the local sample market were in- 
sufficient to go around and prices were bid up 
sharply. especially for the lower grades, which 
have been a drug on the market recently. Ship- 
pers, glucose people, and elevator men all wanted a 
little corn,.and values were boosted. 1@2c as a 
result. Country acceptances were light. Oats 
were 4@ic higher. with moderate supplies. Local 
sipping sales were 25,000 bu wheat, 75,000 bu 
corn, and 1,000 bu oats. The seaboard reported 
export sales of 64,000 bu wheat and 24, bu 
corn. 4 


““'We are decidedly of the opinion that the post- 
ing yesterday of the enormous Argentine weekly 
shipments. 7,500,000 bu. marked the culmination 
of the big decline we have had in wheat,” said 
John H. Wilkins & Co. “‘ Too much importance 
anyway has been given by the wheat trade to 
Argentina and not enough to other features that 
go to make wheat values. We admit that Argen- 
tina is a@ wonderful country andhas a large crop 
to market,’ but we believe that during the next 
four months not over half of the weekly require- 
ments of importing nations can be supplied by 
this Séwth American country. The question of 
where the other half is coming from is something 
that bears brush aside without consideration, but 
it is of vital importance and will be the great fac- 
tor in the price of wheat the coming spring 
and summer.” 


Marfield, Miner’. Champlin, Brosseau brokers, 
Chapin, and .Updike were the leading buyers of 
wheat. On the buige Brosseau brokers turned 
sellers, and there was more or Icss selling through- 
out the day headed by Love, Gifford, and Nick- 
ells. Bartlett-Frazier, Wagner, Ware-Leland. 
A. O. Brown, and Pringle bought corn freely, and 
local shorts came in towards the last. Updike, 
Logan-Bryan, Lake, Sterling, and Lowitz were 
the sellers.

A new feature is that the 
large mantfacturing profit has disappeared. 
Packers are now among the leading borrowers to 
care for.their immense supplies. The east has 
taken a lot of hogs and turned them into cut meats. 
Demand from that section has consequently been 
light. The government report in detail showed 
that lowa, with about one-third less corn, has 
8,418,000 hogs, or 2 per cent only less than last 
year, a good reason for the big hog run. IIlinols 
has 4,672,000 hogs, or 223,000 more than one year 


“The market here is shaping itself favorably 
for a big bull campaign in corn and oats.’’ said 
, Jones & Co. ‘* There is little question 
about the small proportion of all kinds of grains 
left in farmers’ hands. When it is considered that 
there have been 600,000 more hogs marketed this 
yegr than last, and that they all had to be fed, 
it points to an unusually large consumption of 
corn. The question then arises as to how much 
merchantable corn there ie In the country. We 
know that it is of unusually poor quality. In view 
of the enormous consumption of corn, its poor 
quality, apd low feeding value, it seems to be a 
matter of pure arithmetic to figure out that corn 
cannot but sell up much higher." 


Ware-Leland had the following from Moses 
Bros. Milling company of Great Bend, Kas.: “‘ We 
had a bad report from ‘ bugs’ at Kinsley. Our 
man Up there writes that farmers have quite a 

‘green’ bug’ scare. Some say wheat is dying al- 
ready and they are refusing to sell at present 
prices. THis is the first serious complaint from 
our stations. Seems to be * green bugs’ all over 
our territory, but up to this time they had done 
no damage that we know of, but this coming from 
our buyer, who is a conservative man, we have 
to give it some weight and may have to give it 
more than we want to. Weather here is fine for 
growing crop.”’ 

** Fear of a shortage of breadstuffs so far as crop 
results of 1907 are concerned is rapidly subsiding, 
and values are naturally readjusting themselves 
to the legitimate conditions,”’ said Wrenn & Co. 
" Beneficial snow and rain has fallen over: the 
entire winter wheat states. The seasen of ap- 
prehension and scares, however, is rapidly ap- 
proaching, and crop reports will soon be @ con- 
trolling factor in the price making.”’ 


The Winnipeg market recbyered from its extreme 
weakness of the previous séssion and prices were 
advanced more than Ic.

President Comiskey announced yesterday 
the makeup of the White Sox squads, with 
which he plang to cover most of the United 
States west of Chicago and south of the 
snow belt on the training trip, which starts 
from here a week from next Saturday night. 
According to his present plans thirty-one 
players will be included in the party which 
will board the Sox special, and he already 
has separated them into the teams which 
will split out on reaching Los A®geles. 

In the No. 1 squad will be included most 
of the veteran, regu of the team. It will 
be composed of Sullivan and Weaver, catch- 
ers; Waleh, Smith, White, Most, and Spear, 
pitchers; Donohue, Davis, Parent, Tanne- 
hill, and Atz, infielders; Dougherty, Jones, 
and Hahn, outfielders. 

The No. 2 squad will include Armbruster 
and Hart, catchers; Altrock, Owen, Fiene, 
Manuel, Freeman, and Olmstead, pitchers; 
Anderson, Rohe, Purtell, Quillin, and Osteen, 
inflelders; O'Neill, Welday, and Le Jeune, 
outfielders. 


Shaw’s Contract Not In. 

Fifteen players are scheduled for the first 
squad and sixteen for the second. There may 
be an addition to the regular squad if Catcher 
Shaw sends in his contract previous to start- 
ing time. The “Old Roman” discovered, 
when he came to check up his regulars, sub-’ 
stitutes and hopefuls, that Shaw was missing 
from the contract list. The catcher who was 
secured from Boston in trade for McFarland 
is practically the only player not in line whom 
Comiskey intended to take to the coast.

Quick Work of - Palmer. 


RECEIVES CREDIT ABROAD. 


Batling Nelson Still Is Champion as a 
Matchmaker.

Tommy Burns added another world’s 
championship aspirant victim to his lst on 


Monday night when he snuffed out Jack 


Palmer’s pugilistic lights in the fourth round 
of their scheduled twenty round battle. 

The result was a foregone conclusion when 
the match was arranged, but the hurriedness 
of it was not, as Jack was well trained and 
therefore fit to give Tommy a longer argu- 
ment. Furthermore, it was thought Burns, 
because of its importance, would go about 
the job cautiously and:beat his man with- 
out laying himself open to a lucky punch that 
would be apt to make his cake all dough. 

According to reports, however, Burns 


slashed away right from the outset, as he 
did when he 


met Bill Squires, and had 
Palmer at his mercy before the expiration of 
the first round. 

The quick upsetting of the English aspirant 
must have surprised his backers, as they 
elise they 
would not have furnished him the backing. 
We'in this country haven't the least idea 


why Tommy wanted to get the job off his 


hands so hurriedly; unless he had in mind 


that Jack “Twin ’’ Sullivan beat Palmer in 
ten rounds and that it behooved him, as the 
champion, to win In much quicker time. 
However, the affair is over with and Burns 
is recelving credit (not in this country) as 
being the greatest glove fighter in the world.

That system came into vogue shortly after 


the Bob Fitzsimmons-Jim Corbett battle at 


Carson City, Nev., at the time the game seé- 
cured a firm foothold in various large cities 
throughout the United States, especially in 
the east, where the box office receipts made 
it an important factor. 

In the first heavyweight championship bat- 
tle under the marquis 6f Queensberry rules. 
that between John L. Sullivan and James J. 
Corbett at New Orleans in 1882, all the 
money, side bet and purse, went to the win- 
ner. In the lightweight and featherweight 
championship battles between Jack Mc- 
Auliffe and Billy Myer and George Dixon and 
Jack Skelly, respectively, which were fought 
at the same time and place, the money went 
the same as in the big event. 

Corbett took down the side bet and the 
purse when he was declered the winner in his 
fight with Charley Mitchell and lost all when. 
he went down to defeat before Fitzsimmons 
at Carson City. 

In the battle between Fitzsimmons and 
Peter Maher in Mexico, the money was split 
$9,000 to the winner and $1,000 to the loser. 
There were no even splits, or dividing the 
purses on the basis of @ per cent to the win- 
ner and 40 per cent to the loser, in those days, 
as the fighters entered into the matches with 
no thought of commercialism.

Philadelphia Jack O’Brien is credited with 
being the original commercial pugilist, but 
that honor really belongs to Bob Fitzsim- 
mons. As champion he demanded 75 per cent 
of the purse, win, lose, or draw, the firsttime 
he matched with Jim Jeffries. The latter at 
that time had no reputation tospeak of. Two 
years previous, on his first appearance in the 
east, he failed to stop Beb Armstrong in ten 
rounds. @His contract upon that occasion 
was to stop Armstrong and Steve O'Donnell 
in ten rounds each. He took on Bob first and 
injured his hand, so it was claimed, and that 
enaed the show. 

When he came east to fight Fitzsimmons 
for the championship he was a.much im- 
proved man, still Fitz did not take him sert- 
ously. In fact, he offered to bet the writer 
two quarts of wine that he would win in three 

nds. 
gireree why he wanted to win in three 
rounds when he had twenty rounds to do it 
in, he replied: 

“Tf I let him stay longer than that the peo- 
ple will think I’ma stiff.” - 

That was Bob’s opinion of Jeffries as a 
fighter the day before the contest. Still he 
demanded two-thirds of the money regard- 
less of the outcome of the battle. That makes 
Bob the Jaddy of commercial pugilism. 

Side bets in heavywerght championghip 
battles died out with the Carson City affair 
and they really were not necessary to secure 
a match thereafter, as the big gate receipts 
made all fighters with drawing powers wel- 
cotme to a try at the championship. They 
had nothing to lose and a large short end of 
the gate money to gain. 

Had Jeffries followed in the footsteps of 
Sullivan and Corbett in regard to sidebets 
he would not have so many championship 
victories to his credit. Burns was forced 
{nto the idea of it by Bill Squires, and as the 
Englishmen adhere to it, at least fn big 
events, Tommy is taking up the game where

forgetting to remember the hard ones the old 
tamere sidestepped and the easy ones they 
scouted for. 


Batling Nelson may > hei shot his bolt as 
a class A fighter, but he can give lessons in 
matchmaking to boys who are supposed to 
tower over him es a fighter. He also has it 
on the other fighters in persistency; leading, 
or trying to lead, followers of the game to 
believe he still is a topnotcher. 

Generally when a fighter who at one time 
in his career was a strong aspirant for cham- 
pionship honors gets his trimmings from 
mem who are not considered in the same 
class, he starts down the toboggan — 
everything withim reach in his descent. 
is honest enough to admit he does not Sines 
to the upper grade; but not so with Bat. 
In fact, he still labors under the impression 
he is as good a fighter as Champion Joe Gans, 
and is arranging his matches imbued with 
that idea. 

When Jimmy Britt beat him in twenty 
rounds last July he attributed his defeat to 
overfeeding a few hours before entering the 
ring. He did not give Britt credit for the 
victory. That battle made Jimmy outshine 
him a bit, but when Gans happened along 
shortly after and forced Jimmy to quit in five 
rounds he practically sent Bat into eclipse. 
Nelson’s defeat at the hands of the man 
whom Gans showed such vast. superiority 
over did not lessen the Dane’s fistic opinion 
of himself and he went after soe for a return 
match as if the battles between him and 
Britt and the batter and Gans never had taken 
place.

Gunther, and Julius Heinemann, who will 
fly the colors of the Chicago Motor club, and 
who will go as far as Banta. Picard will 
start from the New Southern hotel when the 
Locomobile comes along. 


Chicago Scouts Start Tomorrow. 


This scouting expedition will take the racers 
in tow and pace them to Hobart, where it is 
expected there will be a large delegation of 
Chicago motorists.

Trade Extends Over the Globe. 


Chicago trades with every civilized country on the globe, which 
necessitates extensive transportation facilities. This business is divided 
between thirty-two railroad and twenty-eight steamboat lines. Byvery 
day it requires 1,260 trains of six cars each to carry the people who 
come to Chicago on the steam roads, 280 of which are through trains 
and 980 suburban. 

Twenty-four surface and seven elevated car lines run from the 
outskirts to the business center.

To them 
initiative means a great deal in the way of 
inventions and new mechanical ideas. 

It is an unfortunate commentary on the 
greed of many a great manufacturing estab- 
lishment that it gets brains for nothing wher- 
ever it can. It requires employés to sign a 
contract, releasing to the ¢mployersall rights 
in inventions made while in the — 
service. 

Perhaps a large percentage of the inven- 
tions on the market today were evolved by 
degrees through the initiative of men in the 
employ of manufacturing corporations. Most 
of these men were mechanics working on 
ordinary day wages, and the fruite of their 
mechanical initiative went absolutely to their 
employers, without the slightest reward.

Inventive Man Loses Job. 


I know a machinist who invented a certain 
contrivance to be attached to @ well known 
machine manufactured in Chicego. It was 
an entirely original idea, and it enabled the 
machine to be used under conditions impos- 
sible without it. The machinist was get- 
ting $38 @ day, Immediately the company 
saw the value of the invention, and began 
manufacturing it. More then a hundred 
thousand were meade the first season. The 
inventor, having been required to sign the 
release before entering the company’s em- 
ploy, never received a cent from his initia- 
tive. Indeed, he was laid off a few months

later, having evinced a disposition to claim 
Bome sort of financial reward. 

This happened several years ago. Since 
then, this machinist has had much hard 
luck, has been out of work repeatedly, and 
now is working for low wages in the east. 
His invention has become an important de- 
vice in the product of the Chicago company, 
and has returned profite of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 

There are two ways of looking at the mat- 
ter. From the company's standpoint, the 
corporation was entitied to the man's 
brains, because it was paying him §8 a day 
for his time. From the machinist’s stand- 
point, the company paid him for doing a cer- 
tain thing. He would have received His 
wages whether he invented anything or not, 
and, therefore, he argued, he was entitled, 
morally if not legally, to.a share of the 
profite from his initiative.

Simple Question of Ethics. 

That he was right no reasonable man can 
deny. Three dollars a day is not adequate 
compensation for an invention returning 
heavy profits year after year, especially 
when nine hours’ daily service is given In ad- 
dition. 

The man with initiative of this sort has 
but one course open to him. .No doubt the 
company would call it * crooked,’ but at 
least it is not as wrong morally as the corm- 
pany'’s babit of appropriating ideas without 
compensation. He should quit his job and 
then proceed to develop and sel] his inven- 
tion. 


A machinist who did this in 
—— had a singular expe- 

rience. He had signed one of 
the ironclad agreements, but he had seen the 
workings of this plan and he was resolved 
not to make the company a present of an 
idea worth thousands. He said nothing 
about it, but resigned his place. For several 
months he worked in the basement of his 
home, perfecting his device, and then, having 
secured a patent, he offered the thing to his 
former employers for $5,000.

Firm Tries to Bluff It Out. 

The company, with brazen effrontery, 
claimed the ownership of the invention, on the 
ground that the machinist had got his ideas 
while in its employ. Without his permission, 
itt began manufacturing the device, but was 
stopped by injunction. The machinist hay- 
ing shown a determination to fight, the 
company offered to compromise on $1,000 
The offer was rejected, and eventually the 
invention was bought at $5,000. It has paid 
many times this sum in profits. 

Happily, there are manufacturing comn- 
cerns that require no such one sided agree- 
ment, and that buy men’s ideas at an agreed 
price, or give royalties. 

If you hope to get along In the world and 
provide for yourself and family in your 
old age, be careful how you sign @way your 
brains without pay. . The principle holds 
good in all branches of employment. [If 
employers are greedy and determined to 
get the best of you, go to work for men 
of different caliber. If you have initiative 
lying dormant within you, be sure that no- 
body steals it. It is, or ought to be, your 
capital in life,

DEATHS IN THE 100,000 | FROM SPECIFIC CAUSES.

Doctor Can’t Heal Himself, 
Prey to Nervous Disorders. 
By Hollis W. Field. 


F all the professions that of the phys!- 

cian and surgeon suffers most 
the ravages of death year after year. 
The doctor and the surgeon, edu- 
a and equipped for the alleviation 
of humen syfferiig and for the warding off of 
death fro others, themselves are victims of 
the destroyer against which they battle. 
More significant still is the further fact that 
in the strenuousness of this fight ageinst dis- 
ease the medical practitioner—victim of the 
strenuous life—breaks down and gives up his 

life asasacrifice. . 

In the states of the union compelling death 
registrations there are approximately 80,000 
physicians and surgeons. Of these 600 die 
each year, while in the same number of

Dies of Devotion te Daty. 

In the observation of the Chicago board 
of health it is because the average doctor 
is the hardest working professional man in 
the United States and as proof of the fact 
the diseages of which most of them die are 
éited in evidence. Twice as many physicians 
die from diseases of the nervous system as 
die from any other one classified cause. These 
causes of death, originating im the nervous 
system, are due to overwork and strain 
and worry. Therefore the medical prac- 
titioner, of all the professional classes, is 
living the strenuous life to the full and dying 
because of his devotion to his duty. 

Except for these diseases of the nervous 
system, the average practitioner of medicine 
would find himself far more nearly im- 
mune from the destroyer then are most other 
men in professional work. He has a better 
knowledge of hygiene. Pneumonia and con- 
sumption, those great agents of death, have 
less opportunity because of his being more 
in the open air, lending him resistance to 
the disease germ, 

But temperamentally the doctor is of the 
nervous type. He never knows when one 
day’s work is ended and. where the other 
day's work may begin. If he has a large 
general practice, the modern telephone hes 
mede it-so that he never may be sure of an 
hour’s umbroken sleep. Harden himeelf as 
he will, he may never quite deaden his sym- 
.pathies for either the affilcted patient or the 
wortied, fearful ones who may welt et his 
bedside.

Worries Over His Patients. 

Professional pride alone prompts the con- 
ecientious doctor to give his best thought to 
the case which seems to demand it, until ae 
bis practice grows into the family life of his 
patients, and he numbers many of these as 
friends, his opportunity for worry over his 
patients enlarges steadily. 

The doctor's work by no means is done 
when he has called upon a patient and has 
prescribed medicine and a nursing régime 
until he shall callagain. Even among trained 
nurses there are the good, the bad, and the 
indifferent. WHll his orders be carried out 
intelligently and faithfully to the letter until 
he shall call again? Or the trained nurse 
may not be there in attendance and some one 
ignorantly interested and anxious may by 
act of either omission or commission undo 
Even 
the patient himeelf, revolting against a strict 
regimen, may undo everything. 

With his broken sleep, anxieties, activities. 
and the pressure of time and ciroumstance 
upon him always, the doctor falls a logical 
victim to the inroads of the nervous diseases. 

In detail, the expression of this nervous 
treakdown may be in the form of insanity, 
apoplexy, epilepsy, paralysis, locomotor 
ataxia, and the various diseases of the spina! 
cord. In round figures, 2,000 physicians dead 
in the 100,000 of physician population wil! 
show 405 of these deaths from diseases of the 
nervous system. 

How markedly this contraste with physt- 
clan deaths from the other chief causes of 
death may be shown in comparative figures. 
Diseases of the urinary system, chiefly 
Bright's disease, will have claimed 238 of 
these 2,000; heart disease, 216; pneumonia, 
178, and consumption, 169.

Cannot Guard Himself from Disease. 


To the extent that overwork brings its 

ravaging results home to the average phyal- 
clan he becomes incapable of guarding him- 
self from other diseases and infections to 
which he may be exposed. Knowing the 
symptoms of disease, and perhaps nervous as 
to himself and his family, he may dismiss a 
something in himself which in a patient 
would quicken him to instant action. For to 
the extent that he feels nervous for himself 
he is likely to decide that he is unduly dis- 
turbed over @ possible symptom. He de- 
cides that he ought not to encourage this feel- 
ing; it ie morbid and is likely to interfere 
with his work. 
- Of, em the other hand, his nerves are 
shaken, and at the first suggestion of trouble 
with himeelf he settles down to the convic- 
tion that certain symptonmis which he has 
recognized are far more serious than they 
are. He watches himself with a growing cer- 
tainty that his self-diagnosis is correct, and 
he begins brooding over hie imagined condi- 
tion. Hig personality’ is affected and his 
‘work is retarded. It may be the beginning 
of the final nervous breakdown which ends 
in death in one form or another.

But that brother hysician who has charge 
of the caze of one of his fellows almost uni- 
versally is willing to concede that a doctor 
patient is one of the most trying of all cases 
which come to him. In general the physician 
is not a patient sufferer. He frequently hes 
an abnormal fear of pain and, recognising 
symptoms within himself, he may become a 
cranky, obstreperous consultant without 
having been invited into the consultation. 
Uniess he is sick to an extent rendering him 
unable to question, he wants to know why 
of the doctor, the nurse, the cook, and of any 
one else who may come into the range of his 
bedside. His practice, he feels, is suffering 
because of his illness. He may have the bur- 
den of half a dozen serious cases on his mind. 
He frets and worrles under restraint—an- 
other expression of the manner in which his 
nervous system suffers under the strain of 
his work.

Found “Colonies” of Germs. 

A few years ago in Chicago in one of the 
medical laboratories a physician had sent 
into the laboratory for analysis a sample of 
sputum for determination as to the presence 
of tuberculosis germs. - No name was at- 
tached indicating the patient. A few days 
later the doctor appeared for a report and 
was met by the physician friend who had 
made the examination. | 

“Well, doctor, we've found colonies of 
them—colonies of them!” said the laboratory 
physician, shaking his friend's hand and 
speaking pleasantly and lightly in greeting. 

Guddenly a blue pallor overspread the call- 
er’s face, his grasp relaxed, and he sank into 
a chair, a limp heap, trying to utter a fur- 
ther word of questioning. The sputum he 
had submitted was his own and a preying 
fear that had besieged him so long had been 
substantiated.

Special Prey to Appendicitis, 

At one time, soon after the discovery of the 
diseased vermiform appendix and the opera- 
tion which, relieved it, appendicitis was 
known as “ the doctor’s disease.”’ Not afew 
of these operations insisted upon by physi- 
cians wpon themselves were traceable to the 


nervous condition into which the insistent. 


patient found himself. If he were at all dis- 
posed to moody considerations of his own 
possible symptoms, the appendix was a fruit- 
ful source of them. 

It has been out of the strain of his work 
and the nerve wrecking exactions of his pos}- 
tion in the professions that in times past the 
medical societies have called attention to 
the doctor's dangers from the habituad use 
ef drugs. In recent years this tendency of 
the physician has been much less marked. 
Realization of the danger has been brought 
home successfully. 

One phase of the physician's strain lies in 
the fact that he, above almost any other pro- 
fessional man, must keep in touch with the 
social life of his environment. He cannot 
be a successful general practitioner, espe- 
cially, without incurring social obligations 
which he is required to meet. Frequently his 
soctat life robs him of rest and sleep, but he 
feela nevertheless that this time may be as 
important to his practice as is the time spent 
upon his rounds among patients. 

Altogether, the strenuous life of the doctor 
scarcely will be disputed by any one who ever 
hae required the service of a physician in an 
emergency. That ft is the “ pace that kills,” 
too, scarcely will be considered the next time 
thie suffering one calls his physician in the 
middle of a stormy winter's night.

These places stamp themselves upon the 
mind of the immigrant women in a manner 
which nothing,-even riches in later years, 
can efface.

Fond of the Simple Life. 


In Chicago the Slavs are mostly laborers, 
unskilled employés in steel milla, packing 
houses, and factories of a!! descriptions, But 
the tribal instinct, the communal vein of 
their Kife, has not been eliminated Back of 
the yards and im South Chicago the same fa- 
millarity exists between people as existed 
when they were in their native villages. The 
Slav abhors the Anglo-Saxon idea of knock- 
ing at the door upon entering somebody's 
house or of secluding himeelf on a farm. He 
likes to live in a village, to know everybody, 
call him by his first name, and have him come 
into the house without ceremony. 

Then, too, the Slavic girl has been raised 
in an atmosphere where there is no privacy. 
The entire family of a Slav peasant in a Rus- 
sian or Austrian village sleeps in one room. 
In South Chicago or back of the yards the 
same Slavic family shows its disregard for 
anything like privacy by heving men and 
women boarders sleep in the same room or in 
adjoining rooms which practically are the 
same.

Does Not Understand America. 


All these conditions make it hard for the 
Slavic girl to underetand and see through the 
American idea of a home when she never 
saw or had such a thing as home in her own 
life. She cannot see why people should be 
so “ stuck up” and “ stiff’ when they could 
have so much more “ fun” if they were more 
sociable. She cannot see why she should not 
be free to run into a neighbor’s house and 
have a nice little chat with the Polish or 
Lithuanian girl in that house and not spend 
the evening all alone. With carrying out 
most of the orders which her mistress gives 
her she frequently will smile to herself much 
as a practical business man smiles when com- 
pelled to go through a good deal of unneces- 
sary red tape. 

It is because of these things that the ma- 
jority of Slavic girls who go into domestic 
service turn out to be such failures, till. 
with the immigrant girl it is not the failure 
so much as the unwillingness to go into do- 
mestic service at all that constitutes the 
problem. The Slavic girl abhors domestic 
service in America because she has retained 
many of her memories of the life of do- 
mestics in Europe. The domestic On an es- 
tate in Poland or Lithuania frequently is re- 
quired not only to do domestic work but ar 
kinds of manual labor. Sheisa porter about 
the house, and in the haying season wil! be 
sent out into the field to help the farm labor- 
ers with their work there.

Setting aside the moral question entirely, 
what is the effect of smoking and drinking 
on a woman's physique and appearance? 

According to the London Lancet it has 
been established by several well known re- 
searches that up to a certain point alcohol 
is a food and past that point it is a poison. 

The three different men—one a scientific 
man, another a physical instructor, and the 
third a doctor in one of the women’s hospi- 
tals—interviewed on the subject of women 
and drink. all agreed with the Lancet and 
all were abstainers themselves. 

Roughly and unscientifically speaking, al- 


coholic beverages become a poison to the 
person who assimilates other food properly 
and has plenty of it. 

Consequently, to the vast majority of 
women whom we see in restaurants and cafés 
indulging in wine. cocktails. and highballs, 
the liquor is an absolute poison. for they do 
not represent the anemic, overworked, un- 
derfed section of feminine society. On the 
contrary, the woman who is polsoning her 
system with alcohol is the woman of leisure, 
with time and money on her hands... The 
woman who works cannot afford to indulge 
in a brain destroying pastime. 
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‘‘Every woman who drinks will find in the course of time her sylphlike 
figure gradually disappearing. A certain cumbersomeness and a feeling 
of bloat should warn her that alcohol to her is a peison. But, unfortunately, 
she does not heed the warning, and even the gradual appearance of a dou- 
ble chin does not teach her the value of abstinence frem a purely aesthetic 
standpoint.’’—Margaret Hubbard Ayer in New York Evening World. 


Alcohol is more heating than anything else 
that can be taken into the system. It gener- 
ates the strongest of gasés, which distend 
the veins, mount to the brain, and work 


havoc among the brain cells.

Alcohol Bloats the Bodv. 


Alcohol. when taken beyond the point 
where it acts as a food, bloats the body, par- 
ticularly distending the waist and abdom- 
inal regions. This bloat is in reality an 
abnormal tissue which is left and which 
should kave been consumed by the vital 
processes of oxidation. Ordinarily the fresh 
air inhaled is enough to oxidate or burn up 
the deposits of fat, buf the use of alcohol 
makes double oxidation necessary. And 
hence the victim of alcoholism is unhealth- 
ily fat. 

This fat always scttles around what might 
be called the weak and less controlled por- 
tions of the human body. With a woman 
the weakest muecles are those which have 
been confined by the corset and which 
through lack of exercise are incapable of 
exerting themselves against the increasing 
onslaught of bloat. 

Every woman who drinks will find in the 
course of time her syiphiike figure gradually 
disappearing. <A certain cumbersomeness 
and a feeling of bloat should warn her that 
alcohol to her is a poison. Unfortunately, 
however, she does not heed the warning, 
and even the gradual appearance of a dotble 
chin does not teach her the value of ab- 
stinence from a purely esthetic standpoint.

ging of the muscles in her face, and a loss 
of control of those muscles regulating the 
expression of the face and particularly that 
of the mouth.

Face Becomes Sagging. 

The brain cells which contro] the muscular 
action of the face, for instance, are over 
powered by the gases engendered by the 
alcohol, and loss of muscular contro! ensues, 
When this is often repeated the loss of con- 
trol becomes habitual, and then we have 
the weak, sagging, dissipated features of the 
inebriate. ° 

If women could be made to understand 
that drinking, even moderately, accentu- 
ates every fault in tke face almost as if a 
painter had outlined the defect that former- 
ly seemed only a shadow, they might be per- 
suaded to abstain because of vanity if for 
no other reason. 

A physician, speaking on the subject of 
drinking, emphasized the fact particularly 
of the harm of the mixed drink. The cock- 
tall and any alcoholic beverage mixed with 
sugar or other ingredients is apt to 
start indigestion by causing intestinal 
fermentation, which is the beginning 
of hundreds of different gastric trou- 
bles. The physician also warned the woman 
who had the slightest sign of tuberculosis 
against taking alcohol in any form, as the 
weakening of the physical structure, al- 
ready described, by the use of alcohol is more 
than invitation to the dreaded white plague.

Smoking Ruins the Lungs. 

Smoking goes hand in hand with drink- 
ing, and there is a reason for this, as was 
explained to me by a well known physics} 
scientist.” The woman who has taken into 
her system more alcohol than is good for 
her has a craving for air to oxidate her 


blood, and smoking is nothing more than 
an artificial means of breathing. The stimu- 
lative effect is not so much in the tobacco 
as in the effect of the alr reaching clear 
down into the lungs, which crave for air and 
are not getting their right allowance. 


Take the habitual woman smoker out into. 


the fresh air, make her use her lungs—that 
is to say, inhale a deep breath like a smok- 
ing breath—and the stimulative effect would 
be the same as a whiff of. the beloved cig- 
aret. 

The physica! characteristics of the cigaret 
smoking woman usually are an extremeé 
nervousness when not in the act of smoking, 
aften diseased condition of the mucous 
membrane of the throat and nose, overstim- 
ulation of the heart, and exterpally the 
stained and soiled fingers, the hollows under 
the eyes and sometimes over them, and the 
moody temperament, éasily depressed and 
dependent on the exhilaration of cigaret 
smoking in all emergencies. | 

Probably.the best way to find out how the 
cigaret habit has taken hold of the women 
is to go into the dressing room of any of the 
large restaurants during lunch hours or be@- 
tween dinner and the theater hour.

Is investigating the status of the unem- 
ployed -women of New York and deciares that 
never before has she found it so apparently 
impossible for women to secure work. Sev- 
eral women answered ‘advertisements for 
positions and arrived.at.the appointed place 
early’ in the morning, stood in line for hours, 
and found their quests useless, twenty-five 
to thirty women for one position. 

Bookbinders’ local No. 1, which is the larg- 
est local of organized women in New York, 
reports less work than ever before in its his- 
tory. The figures furnished by the union of- 
ficers show that but fifty-two out of its 984 

' girls are out of work. But this is a large num- 
ber for this season of the year; and in addi- 
tion to those out of work the remainder are 

‘working on part time. It is stated that no 
binderies are running full time now, as con- 
tracts for new books are not being let, and the 
greatiy decreased amount of advertising in 
the magazines lessens the work of binding. 

One employment bureau hase on its waiting 
list at present 400 girls, against a normal 
list of seventy-five at this timeof year. Of 
the 400 two-thirds are applicants for factory 
work, but what little is found for them Is al- 
most entirely of the *“‘ odd job.” variety. In 

' general it has appeared that the unemployed 

are chiefiy unskilled workers. 

In one settlement club theré were found 
thirty-six families whefe some member, in 
most caseev a girl, was out of work. Another 
ciub of eighteen members answered almost 
unanimotsly that at least one member of 
each family was out of work. In aclub of 
fifteen’ Italian. girls all of the fathers rep- 
resepited were out of work. A large number 
of‘girig are on parttime. Of 120 other fam- 
ilies in the same neighborhood connected in 
some way with one of the settlement clubs, 
twenty-three women 4are in search of any- 
thing in the nature of work by the day, and 
in nine other families there are men and girls 
seeking regular work and taking odd jobs in

Is a teacher of Toledo, 0.. who has worked 
Out a system of child training founded on 
the psychological truth that thoughts are 
things, and that children may be taught to 
use their thought power in developing char- 
acter. The first step was a series of five 
minute talks with the children on the power 
of thought, impressing upon their minds 
that each individual must do his own think- 
ing; that his mind needs food as does the 
body, and is nourished by the material we 
feed it. 

Gradually the thought was developed that 
the mind is one of the instruments of the 
self, and then began a series of lessons on the 
use and control of thought power. A word 
was chosen for each month of the schoo! 
years to express: the central idea for that 
month: September, kindness; October, clean- 
liness; November, obedience: December, 
self-control; January, courtesy and cheer- 
fulness; February, work; March, honor; 
April, honesty, truthfulness, and clean 
language; May and June, manners and re- 
view of the year. 

The aim is not to have the teacher talk or 
lecture on these subjects, but to bring out 
the teacher's ideas. After a subject is sub- 
divided, and one head taken for each week in 
the month, as obedience in the home, in the 
school, to the laws of health, and tothe moral 
law. Every month the word for that month 
was beautifully lettered on the blackboard in 
each schoolroom, as well as ona large ban- 
ner in the entrance hall. Gems of thought 
from poetry and prose on the subject were 
brought in by the children and often com- 
mitted to memory. by the class. 

The lessons in honor produced the happiest 
effects in the care of the school property and 
in the discipline of the school, and this led 
naturally to a study of property rights and 
of the duty of the children to all thoge in 
authority. Many incidents show the child- 
ren's grasp of these ideas and the Practica! 
helpfulness of the moral lessons they learned.

There is fo much luxury and extravagance 
seen, and many clothes are so bewilderingly 
beautiful and elaborate, that the question of 
how to dress suitably is a real problem to 
many women. Women who have but little 
to dress on and cannot do their own dress- 
making must be in a quandary. The making 
of a dress far exceeds'in cost the purchase 
of the materials. 

The. woman who can and does do her own 
dressmaking has the problem partly solved. 

Suitability should be more studied than !t 
is. The place one lives in, the demands made 
on one socially, and numerous other things 
should be taken into considerationwhen buy- 
ing materials. Probably the womdn in moder- 
ate clrcumstances will need one or two really 
nice dresses, besides a good tailor made, ig sm 
the accompanying silk or nét waist, as the 
foundations for a wardrobe. It hardly ever 
happens that all these things need be pur- 
chased at one time, or even once every year. 
It should be possible to apportion one’s little 
clothes fund 80 as'to make it do good duty. 

A great many American women, if they 
have a suit and a silk waist which belongs 
with it, when it begins to show some signs of 
being soiled and maybe a little worn, will 
take the waigt to wear mornings, and prob- 
ably in time the skirt will be brought into 
play also, for wear in the kitchen. A most 
unlovely looking object is the result, with the 
idea of suitability entirely lost. Would it not 
be wiser to clean the waist or have it cleaned 
before it is much soiled, and if necessary 
renovate it by the judicious arrangement of 
some little trimming and by so doing keep 
if for the purpose for which it was originally 
intended? A “ best’ suit of the year before 
nearly, always can be remodeled enough to 
make ft do duty a second year probably fora 
best suit, and if not, for the second oest one. 
And so on, right through one’s wurarobe. 

Where laundering is a consideration, the 
Wisdom of owning one or two good taffeta 
petticoats well may be considered—one black 
or dark one, which will do duty for the suit 
and maybe some indoor dress, and one of 
white, tan, or some light shade. This last 
with a detachable flounce of something wash- 
able.

If a woman can make her own hate also, she 
certainly is in luck, for she can copy many 
bewitching things she sees, and by taking 
advantage of bargain sales and carefully 
saving everything in the trimming line worth 
while, she should be able to make & good 
appearance. Women who cannot do their 
own millinery can take advantage of the 
different saies and most always get some- 
thing within their means and in g00d styles. 

Good shoes, gloves, and the other acces- 
sories of dress must be wel] looked after. 
and annual amd semi-annual sles in all there 
lines and the sample ehoe stores make it 
possible for a careful buyer to be well 
dreseed, and at a decided faving. 

The importance of choosing a good corset 
should not be underestimated. and this is one 
of the places where a woman might feel 
inclined to be extravagant. A well fitting 
corset has much to éo with the success of 
having a good looking gown: but here again 
are sales several times a year. and when one 
finde the style that is comfortable and right 
@ bargain probably cen be had.

Here is another suggestion of ways and 
means which may in turn Suggest some idea 
to some woman who is trying to make some- 
thing with materials et hend. A practical 
girl with a shabby black marabout bow 
evoked a remarkably pretty trimming for 
the border of a black net dancing frock by 
eeparating the strands and sewing them 
lightly but firmly to the hem. 

There is ample opportunity just now of 
altering the appearance of waists and mak- 
ing one play the’ part of many. Some of 
these take the form of fichus made of folde 
of thin or thick material, which are thrown 
over the shoulders and fasten at the waist- 
band. 

Then there is a new form of bolero which 
is attached to a waistband thet forms an 
accentuated point on the front from which 
a couple of straps are attached to the bolero 
that open wide in front and fall over the 
point of the shoulder. Both the band and the 
bolero generally are covered with em- 
broidery. 

Then there is the pinafore effect, which 
completely changes the whole aspect of the 
dress, and costs but little to make. Many 
of the present winter dresses are made of 
rough fabrics intermixed with black, and 
with these a plain colored pinafore would 
have an excellent effect.

While on the subject of pinafores it may 
be well to give a few suggestions regarding 
a simple house dréss, which is illustrated 
here and shows a pinafore effect in the waist. 
The material used is a rich wine colored 
cashmere and the skirt is cut in five gores, 
the wide gore being on the side and siving an 
almost circular appearance ‘to the skirt. 

In a skirt where one gore is so much wider 
than any of the others, as is the case with 
a five gored one, it is almost always neces- 
sary to have at least one dart taken in the 
wide gore. If only one dart is neces it 
usually comes in the middle of the width 
of the gore at the waist line. Make a slight 
mark in the middle and then find the middle 
of the width of the gore about four inches 
below the waist. Fold a straight line be- 
tween the points and take up whatever width 
is necessary atthe waist, probably between 
oneand two inches, and run it off in a straight 
line to the bottom mark. 

The effect of one dart in a gore should al- 
Ways be a straight one, falling over the full- 
est part of the hips, and as the gore slants 
on its back edge, a straight effect will be 
the result if these directions are followed. 
This really makes the dart slant slight’y 
toward the back, which is perfectly proper,

as the gore is wider four inches below the 


Waist than at the waist, and slants toward’ 


the back. 

If it is necessary to take out more than 
two inches fullness at the waist it will be 
better to take two darts than one. These 
sheuld be placed so they fall each side of the 
fullest part of the hip, and the directions 
given above may be followed. A dart need 
not be out open, but may be pressed so it 
takes the shape of a box plait at the top, of 
course tapering off to nothing. 

This skirt is prettily trimmed with four 
graduated bias bands of satin, simulating 
folds or tucks. 

The waist is a little different from those 
ordinarily seen, the line taken by one of the 
folds in the back being particularly good. 
It can be made to fasten in either the front 
or the back, preferably the back, under the 
fold or plait at the Jeft side of the back. 

It would be a good plan to mark off the 
direction taken by the different plaits on a 
shirt waist pattern; also the shape of the 
yoke or cutting out line; hold the pattern 
up to you to see if the lines are satisfactory; 
then, starting with the front, the middle of 
it, which so far is only a width of the cloth, 
cut off the right length. Lay the plaits 
to correspond with the lines on the pat- 
tern, then cut out, baste together, and try on. 

If laying the plaits does not take out 
enough fullness to make it sit smoothly, more 
can be taken out at the under arm seam at 
the waist line. There is a bias band of the 
satin put on ae a finish at the top and the 
buttons which decorate the waist are cov- 
ered with the satin. 

The guimpe and sleeves are made of cream 
lace, but would be pretty made of a-net 
dyed to match the cloth, and, as it is made 
separate from the pinafore, one can have a 
variety if one so elects. 

A good quality of cashmere can be bought 
for $150 a yard, and six yards should be 
sufficient. Probab! three yards of satin 
will be needed, and $1.25 a yard should be 
enough to pay. 

A good quality of taffeta could be bought 
for 85 cents or §1 a yard !f one preferred that 
to the. satin. 

Two other modish pinafore or jumper 
frocks are shown. One is made of brown 
chiffon broadcloth, the skirt showing plaits 
which go towards the back and are stitched 
down to a hip length only. 

A broad band of the material is put around 
the bottom, with its lower edge covering the 
stitching which holds the hem of the skirt. 

The special feature of the jumper part is 
the shaped piece which finishes the cut out 
Portion of the neck, the plece extending 
around the armhole. This is all cut in one 
piece without any shoulder seam, the only 
seam being under fhe arm. 

As usual, this easily can be cut with the 
aid of a shirt waist pattern, only the shoulder 
and armhole line naturally will have to be 
extended. Cut a pattern out of some old 
White cotton cloth first and fit it. cutting it 
so that it is on. a straight fold in the middie 
of the front. 

This yoke plece is outlined by black satin 
ribbon plaitings, the edge of the cloth being 
braided in narrow black silk soutache’ Two 

nall tabs fall In the middle of the front, 
with black silk fringe on the pointed ends 
and rows of small gilt buttons down the 
sides. Buttons trim the front and back of 
the stitched cloth girdle, under which the 
skirt is attached to the waist. The neck 
edge is finished by a bronze silk braid em- 
broidered by hand in pale green and gold. 

The other dress is made of a dark navy 
blue velveteen, with a piping of green louis- 
Ine at the top of the deep bias fold on the 
plaited skirt, also at the edges of the circular 
sleeve pieces and belt and in the graduated 
folds at the neck. 

Under the black satin strips, which ap- 
parently hold the waist together in the front, 
is a piece of filet net, which is made most 
effective by being embroidered in Persian 
colors. Large black satin covered buttons 
hold these straps. The skirt and waist in all 
dresses of this style should be attached un- 
der the belt. ;

ble. One shown here fs made voile tn Copen- 
hagen blue, but would be equally pretty in 
some one of the more expensive chiffon 
cloths, nets, etc. The skirt is slightly fulled 
around the waist except in the immediate 
front. There are two gr®ups of pin tucks 
around the bottom, divided by a Greek pai- 
tern in gold or silver braid, and no prettier 
skirt can be asked for than this in all! its 
simplicity. 

Another one is a perfect fitting nine gored 
skirt, faring beautifully around the bottom 
and ending in quite a little train. If this 
were made of velveteen or some other of the 
heavier materials.{t would be good looking 
and perfectly plain. 

Naturally In following any of these i!lus- 
trations one may make up a garment so it 
will be more or less expensive, ard the 

* expended each woman has to 
decide for rself, naturally. For an ordi- 
nary skirt !n a double width goods from four 
to four ane one-half yards should be enough 
if there is no nap, which must be taken into 
consideration, and for $1.50 a yard one can 
have quite a choice of materials. 

In the single width goods it will probably 
take from. seven to ten yards, all depending 
on. the width and trimming. It is wise to be 
on the lookout for real bargains, and tn these 
cays they are not an uncommon thing. 

Recently a most beautiful quality of vel- 
veteen in an exquisite shade of brown and 
twénty-four inches wide was sold for $1 a 
yard. It was a $2 quality, most easy to be- 
lieve when it was examined. 

A most striking and lovely dress which 
could do duty on many occasions was made 


of a soft hnberty satin iv striped black and 
green, made up with a yoke and cuffs of filet 
lace. The tucked vest below the yoke is of 
green cHiiffon trimmed by a row of small gilt 
and bleck meta! buttons. There are bias 
bands of blac 
skirt and waists. 

As can be seen, the stripes are used both 
up and down and across, which appears to 
be a feature of many of the new gowns. 
While this is an expensive dress, it would 
seem as if the style, combinations of mate- 
rials, and trimmings employed would give 
many suggestions which could be applied 
with good’ effect to a less expensive gown. 

The satin hat is so beautiful and of such a 
brilliant sheen that many women are show- 
ing a preference for it more emphatically 
than for the velvet model.

Law Should Prevent Women Smoking. 

“As to women drinking and smoking chearets in 
public the way they say they do—this is fearful. The 
Chicago preacher who said that it ought mot to be a!- 
lowed by the men who keep these places Was right so 
far as he went. The scriptures say, ‘Woe unto him 
that putteth the bottle to his neighbo?’s lips and 
keepeth him drunken,’ But it ought to be protected 
by something besides the regtaurant keeper. Laws or 
ordinances ought to be enacted to keep women from 
ever drinking in public. In the south no nice girl 
would dream of doing such a thing. As to smoking 
cigarets, you will not find a southern woman who will 
smoke, unless it is some old grandmother who smokes 
her pipe and ‘perhaps doe# worse and takes her snuff.” 

In his sermon on kissing Dr. Bass characterized 
promiscuous kissing as the “kissing devil.” The

avold. 

“I do not approve of the décolleté waist ever, 
under any circumstances,” he said. “ AMfor gambling 
and bridge, women can stand it less than men. It 
goes to their heads and they get drunk on it. The 
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fact of women drinking and playing bridge as they 
do, however, may do some go00d—it may result in the 
men finding that they will have to stop. As the old 
saying ™, women. are gold and men are steel and are 
made for commoner purposes, and they must be pro- 
tected against themselves.

“And it Is here that we have the greatest evil of 
all-gthe financial devil. This is the worst devil of 
all.

With slow stride an imposing figure directed 
the march, Jed the line to the chalked centef, whis- 
pered instructions to the leaders, divided the line 
with a slight motion of his gloved hand, nodded 
to. those that followed, and then stood there on 
the chalked center with unbending dignity to re- 
ceive the double line as it came back to him again 
from the edge of the dance floor. This man was 
John J. Mooney, the Fred Tuttle of the charity 
ball of '1908. j 

The orchestra of thirty pieces rambled into the 
rhythm of a waltz. The white gloved hand struck 
a castanet. The line broke into 300 parts and each 
part swung away in the steps of the dance. The 
charity ball of 1908 was on—the most exclusive 
ball ever held in Chicago—the tenth annitial ball 
given by the Chicago Goachmen’s Benevolent asso- 
ciation. And Feb. 8, 1908, will be put down in red 
letters on Fashion’s calendar to mark the date of 
Chicago’s most exclusive charity ball.

Exclusive List of Invitations. 


At the charity balls of other years the “400” 
and 400 others have been present—at Mrs. Palm- 
er’s balls and at the balis that were led by Mrs. 
Dunlap béfore the scepter of leadership fell into 
the hands of Mrs. Palmer. In those days invita- 
tions were mailed to the names and addresses con- 
tained it the Blue Book's alphabetical list. Al- 
most anybody with $10 could get a ticket. [t Was 
this lack of exclusivefiess that began to tell on 
the popularity of the charity ball as a social insti- 
tution. This year the “400° gave no charity ball. 
This year neither Mrs. Palmer, nor Fred Tuttle, 
nor Mrs. Marshall Field, nor Mrs. Ogden Afrmaur, 
nor any of the leaders of the “400” wefe seen in 
their old places in the long line that moved over 
the floor of the armory. Had it not been for the 
Coachmen’s Benevolent association 1908 would 
have been set down in Fashion's book of. record 
as a yeaf made conspicuctss because its winter 
brought forth no charity ball to round out its his- 
tory. The coachmen of Chicago's “best families” 
decided to fill in the gap. They orgahized a chap- 
ity ball. 

There ate but 117 names in the coachmen’s s- 
cial register. With one or tWo exceptions these 
117 attended the great charity ball given at the 
First Regiment armory a week ago last night. 
Most of them Were married and had with them 
their wives and débutante daughters and grown 
sonsaalso their sons and datighters of dancing 
age. Then there were other toathmen, not so high 
in the social scale, a number of invited guests, a 
few favored chauffeurs belonging to the haut 
monde, ahd a number of parthers invited by the 
bachelor contingent—pariot maids, second girls, 
French ladies maids, nursery Maids, and cooks. 
There Were present aiso the pretty daughters of 
men Who make harness for the horses of the 
“ 400," and whose fathers are indebted to the mefn- 
bers of thé 117 for the bulk of their business, 
There were two horseshoers’ daughters—daughters 
of horseshoers who only shoe the horses of such 
people as Ogden Armour and Mrs. Palmer—and

Scores of Splendid Equipages. 


The doors of the armory were thrown open at 
the fashionable hour—9 o'clock. Nobody except 
the members of the floor committee were there any 
earlier. The ultra-fashionable folk did not drop in 
until 10 and 11 o'clock. Sbme of the employés of 
the “best families”’ did not reach the hall until a 
little before midnight. They had driven their em- 
ployers home from the theater or the opera, 
changed their clothes, put their understudies on 
the box, and driven to the ball as quickly as it 
was possible to make all the necessary changes of 
clothes and position from the exterior to the in- 
terior of their carriages. 

At 9 @clock caffiages and automobiles, two 
wheelers, and coupés were rumbling up to the curb 
in front of the armory. There were fio ordinary 
street corner hacks in the procession that led to 
the regimental building from the fotir directions 
of the compass. A good many of the coachmen 
came to the ball in their employers’. carriages, 
having borrowed them for the evening from their 
employers, who beHeve in encouraging such af- 
fairs, because a good coachman is a treasure even 
in a motor age. Those who came in carriages had 
their understudies, or substitutes, or barn boys on 
the box. Some of the carriages had two men up 
with cockades and all the other appurtenances 
that go with fashionable equipages.

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ICAGO is a city of beautiful homes. No 
longer can other cities successfully dis- 
pute this claim. Yesterday Chicago was a 
city of long rows of inartistic, unattrac- 
tive houses that had been built upon the 
ashes of the great fire to give the shelter 
of walis and roofs to the homeless. Slow- 
ly these rows of commonplace houses, 


which had been built by hurried contractors without 


regard for the laws of architecture, have been aban- 
doned. Slowy they have passed into the hands of the 
boarding house keepers. Today Chicago is a city of 
artistic homes, built by architects who have put into 
them their best thought and the knowledge gained from 
years of study and travel. 

In Europe people point with pride to their splendid 
galleries, museums, ahd churches. Americans are will- 
ing to concede that in art and architecture they are 
ahead of us. But we are catching up. Few of the 
largest foreign cities have as attractive homes as are 
seen in many of the American cities, and in none of the 
American cities are there a greater humber of artistic 
homes than in Chicago. 

In all the more prominent residence districts, such 
as the Lake Shore drive, Michigan avenue, Prairie, Cal- 
umet, Kenwood, and Woodlawn avenues, as well as in 
the many attractive suburbs, there are many beautiful 
homes. In less than a half dozen blocks are seen nearly 
every style in architecture. Many of these homes are 
to be admired. for their beautiful furnishing as well. 
The word artistic when applied to interior decoration 
means something definite and tangible. A room to be 
artistic must have correct composition—correct lines 
and color. The furnishing must be in keeping with 
the composition and free from all showy display. It 
should suggest the tastes and interests of the inmates 
in a modest, artistic manner.

Good Taste Is Shown in Drake Home. 

Judged by the foregoing standard, the home of J. B. 
Drake is furnished in splendid taste. Every room in 
the house is well planned, the hall is especially note- 
worthy. Though the house is not spacious enough to 
have a large hall, it is free from any suggestion of 
being cramped and narrow. A pleasant effect is ob- 
tained by a broken staircase, sheltered by a broad 
arch and enameled panels. The walis of this hall are 
done in dull red. g he ceiling is in ornamental plaster 
and ivory finish. The arch, base. boards, and other 
trimmings are in white enamel. The only other deco- 
rations are the rugs and the coat rack and a handsome 
portiere that hangs between the hall and the living 
room. 

The modern parlor has been so reduced in size 
that in many a home the hostess cannot receive more 
than six or eight guests at a time. But where space 
permits the new school of architecture is giving to 
the room the tone of dignity it once enjoyed. 

A rarely beautiful home is that of Julius Rosen- 
wald. It is Venetian and the style is carried out in 
the intertor decorating as well as in the architecture. 
The parlor is certainly the climax in this symphony 
of beauty. The ceiling and the door casings are of the 
natural San Domingo mahogany. The walis are cov- 
ered with green satin brocade. One side of the wall is 
taken up with a broad mantel and an attractive bay 
window. The tiles\af the fireplace are covered with 
a green glaze, which blends with the color of the walls. 
The walls themselves are hung with beautiful paint- 
ings, portraits, landscapes, and genre studies—works 
of the best French and German masters. 

The massive ifbrary table is of mahogany; the 
chairs are of the same wood, upholstered in green vel- 
vet and brocade. Near the bay window is the writing 
table with the necessary appointments made of tinted 
copper. The chief ornamentations are a variety of rare 
plants standing in alabaster and brass jardinieres. A 
restful and simple beauty is the keynote struck by the 
furnishing of this room.

given a tone of homely comfort by means of the many 
easy chairs. There is no room that receives so much 
attention in its furnishing: as the dining room. In 
England and Germany a few centuries ago it was ex- 
ceedingly large. With a desire to entertain this room 
is being given more space in the modern American 
home. One of the most beautiful dining rooms fc- 
longs to the Murphy home. 

Dr. and Mrs. Murphy have displayed exquisite taste 
in the furntshings. The wood is natura) oak; above the 
oak panels is a rich border of autumn leaves. Agains< 
one wall is a high sideboard on which is placed the cut 
glass and silver which dre in daily use. To both sides 
are cabinets filled with besfitiful dishes and glass. A 
low buffet is placed against another wall; it is just 
sufficiently large for the silver which is in ordinary 
use. The center of the room is covered with a large 
Persian rug woven in deep oriental colors. The tale 
and hai are of beautiful mahogany. On the walls 
are some beautiful hunting and Venetian scenes of 
modern Italian masters. 

In a recess ig a breakfast room done in mahogany. 
From the ceiling hangs a delicately carved lamp from 
India, which is lighted by electriCtity.

Many Modern Homes Have Breakfast Rooms. 

Many of the modern homes have a breakfast ro-m 
and a dining room. The Evanston home of J. A. Patten 
has a beautiful breakfast room. It is done in quar- 
tered oak. The decoration on the walls and ceiling is 
the conventionalized thistle. In the center of the ccil- 
ing is a dome of the same pattern. The statned glass 
windows also have the thistle as a decoration. The 
table is of quartered oak, heavily carved, and thi 
chairs are upholstered in dark velvet. 

Many homes have art galleries, but there is only 
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one home with a Pompeilan room. Frederick Clay 
Bartlett is a great mural artist, a man of genius, a 
collector,/and into his Mme he has gatherel] some of 
his best ideas and rare collections. The house is 
large gabled brick building with many square case- 
ments. The lower :hall is ornamented with Pompeian 
tables, urns, and reliefs. The stairway winds up be- 
tween gray plastered walis lighted by small casement 
windows, and leads into a fine upper hall. The walls 
are a rough drab, divided into many panels. In these 
hang prints of Holbein’s most notable drawings. 

At one end of the hall is-the Pompeéian room, wholly 
classic in decoration and furnishing. The ceiling is 
painted blue and covered with the signs of the zodiac. in 
the center is an electric light shaded by a yellow bow! 
representing the sun. The walls areof brownish yellow 
framed in white. They are decorated with reliefs, rep- 
resenting dancing figures, musicians, centaurs, and the 
gods and goddesses of the ancients. On the walls, 
shelves, and on pedestals are bronze masks, figures and 
heads excavated at Pompeii. The benches, tables, and 
processional lamps are perfect reproductions, as is the 
copy of Apollo in bronze. There are several bay trees 
growing in handsomely carved urns. Tt is difficult to 
imagine the charm and beauty of this room without 
having seen it. 

These are only a few of the many beautifully fur- 
nished homes, but these certainly show that Chicazge 
may rightly be called a city of artistic homes.

It would at 
ence improve the standard of entertainment 
fn all theaters, it would tend to develop and 
shape the work of native playwrights, it 
would elevate the taste of playgoers and it 
would, in time, be the saving grace of the 
American’ drama of which we frequently 
prate and for which we have sincére hopes. 

But let it be understood at the outset, lest 
we discourage the patient reader who has 
had the edge of a natural interest In such a 
movement dulled by extravagant and per- 
gistent raving on the subject, that there is a 
vast difference between a “national” the- 
ater and an “advanced ”’ theater, and it is 
because the Messrs. Archer and Barker have 
gensibly noted this difference that we have 
been impelled to set down an outline of their 
gcheme—a scheme in its puDlished form that 
will prove interesting reading, we believe, to 
every follower of the theater, and fascinat- 
fag to those directly concerned, 

°_— 

“Ttis not an advanced theater that weare 
designing,’ declare theauthors. “ Thegreat 
subsidized theaters of the continent are not 
‘advanced’ theaters. It is not their busi- 
ness to be far ahead of the time, but to be 
well abreast of it. Sometimes, no doubt, they 
faibeven in that duty, but as a rule they per- 
‘form it reasonably well. They follow, more 
or less cautiously, more or less eclectically, 
in the wake of the ‘ advanced’ theaters, and 
that is as it should be. Outposts are neces- 
gary to the army of progress, but no army 
ean be all outposts, and where tue main body 
ig out of touch with its ploneers they pioneer 
ia vain. The theater we have in view forms 
part, and an indispensable part, of the main 
army of progress. It will neither compete 
with the outpost theaters nor relieve them of 
their functions. It is the business of *the 
outposts to press on, to try this path and 
that, sometimes to blunder and find them- 
seives in an untenable position, or in a‘ no 
thoroughfare.’ The main body, profiting by 
their experience, tries to avoid their errors, 
andthrough that division of labor the general 
s@vance goes on steadily and securely, with 
po risk of a serious setback.”

“national’’ theater might accomplish. In 
@nsequence the average follower of dra- 
atic essayists in America has confused 
the terms and, having had some trying expe- 
‘Ywaces with “gdvanced” theater move- 
gets, has suffered disappointment and lost 
feterest.

For instance, here in Chicago, we have 
beard too much of that comparison which 
@fers the Thomas orchestra and its influ- 
toce on music in this community as evi- 
dence of what could be done for the drama. 
Those who have advanced this argument 
seem to forget that the Thomas orchestra 
always has been the Thomas orchestra, that 
it did not grow out of an organization of 
amateurs, and that it did not experiment 
exclusively with intricate and ‘‘ advanced ”’ 
music from its inception. In the first place, 
in the matter of performance it has ap- 
proached perfection as nearly as is humanly

decisions of the director, and perform the 
functions of a supreme governing body. 

The general staff should consist of the di- 
rector, a literary manager, a business man- 
ager, & solicitor, and a reading committee 
man. The director is to be in absolute control 
of everything in and about the theater, en- 
gagement of actors, casting of parts, etc., 
excepting only the selection of plays, which 
would devolve upon a reading committee of 
three—the director, the literary manager, and 
the reading committeeman. 

The literary manager is to weed out new 
plays before they reach the reading commit- 
tee, to keep posted on available foreign plays 
and the dramatic movement in other coun- 
tries, suggest plays for revival and arrange 
them for the stage, and to consult with 
scene painters and stage managers regard- 
ing the proper enframement and costuming 
of a play. 

The business manager would control the 
financial working of the theater, keep its 
accounts, etc. The solicitor, acting as sec- 
retary to the board of trustees, would be a 
general legal adviser, and the reading com- 
mitteeman would be expected to give no 
more than a portion of his time to the the- 
ater, and would be kept as much outside 
its atmosphere as possible. Thus the value 
of his advice, as a kind of representative of 
the public in the selection of plays, would 
be increased, 

For the director a salary of $10,000/a 
year is proposed; for the literary manager 
and business manager $5,000 each, and for 
the solicitor and reading committeeman $1,- 
500 each, 

eo 

When they came to the forming of ‘the 
company the national theater schemers first 
selected a répertoire of plays, then tried to 
cast them to the best advantage with the 
talent available at that time (1904) upon the 
English stage. After much work and not 
a little thought they came to the conclu- 
sion that they would need a company con- 
taining forty-two actors and twenty-four 
actresses—sixty-six players, as contrasted 
with the fifty-five on the rolls of the Comédie 
Francaise in 1908, and the seventy-seven 
available for productions in the Vienna 
Burgtheater in 1902. 

Twelve of the forty-two actors and eight 
of the twenty-four actresses, they assume, 
will be “young people as yet unknown.” 
The others are to be artists of established 
reputation. They believe it would be easy 
to obtain the players wanted, and propose as 
an attractive form of remuneration a mini- 
mum salary ranging from $4,500 to $1,250 a 
year fer the men, and from $3,500 to $1,000 
for the women, “ sweetened” by a stipu- 
lated fee for each performance in which a 

player engages, and a guarantee of a cer- 
tain number of performances each year. 
Thus the actual income of the men would 
range from $7,000 a year for the leading man 
(his bonus being $25 a performance) to $1,565 
for the minor members of the company (with 
bonuses of $2.50 a performance), while the 
women’s salaries would run from $5,575 to 
$1,380 and the bonuses from $25 to $5. 

Naturally these salaries are small com- 
pared with the income of present day stars, 
but they average well with the aseured in- 
come of the average players of prominence. 
It is argued that most actors would prefer 
being certain of, say, $5,000 a year with a 
three year contract, to putting their trust in 
a series of uncertain engagements, 

Tt Is also planned to have a pension fund 
to provide for the faithful members of the 
company, to establish a system of furloughs, 
by which a player may be “ loaned" to a 
traveling organization, to make possible the 
withdrawal of any actor or actress whenever 
he or she acquired a personal following that 
would justify an excursion into stardom. 
and to so arrange the répertoire that no 
player would appear more than three or 
four times each week. These advantages. 
together with that great boon of the play- 
er’s life—a permanent home-—it is believed 
would appeal with sufficient force to even 
the most avaricious to hold them /o the na- 
tional theater. 

ae 

And now for the plays. While the spect- 
men repertory selected by the Mesers. Bark- 
er and Archer four years ago would, were it 
prepared today, no doubt be considerably al- 
tered, it gives a good indication of what they 
believe would be a reasonable selection of 
plays for such a movement. 

They include thirty-four tragedies, dramas, 
and comedies, and six one act plays. In this 
Mst modern playwrights are represented by 
Pinero, Jones, Carton, Wilde, Chambers, 
Stevenson and Henley, Labiche and Grundy, 

Gilbert, Brieux, Maeterlinck, and Sudermann. 
To these they would today undoubtedly add 
the names of Ibsen, Shaw, Hauptmann, Gia- 
cosa, and probably a number of others who 
are not the bugbears they were even four 
years ago. Nine of Shakspeare’s plays are 
scheduled, and one each of Robertson's 
(** Caste ’’), Congreve’s (“‘ Love for Love”), 
Moliére’s (‘‘ Don Juan”) Jonson's (“ Every 
Man in His Humor”) Sheridan's (‘‘ The 
Critic ’’), Bulwer Lytton’s (“‘ Money ”’), and 
Tennyson's (‘The Falcon’’). Seven new 
plays to be selected by the committee are 
also arranged for. 

As most of the moderns are still writing, it 
would be impossible to make fair selection 
from their older plays, or to accept those 
selected itn 1904 by the authors of this book. 
We cannot, however, deny surprise that they 
took for their first season Mr. Pinero’s ‘** The 
Benefit of the Doubt’’ and passed by both 
his more serious studies of ‘“‘Mrs Tanqueray” 
and ‘‘ Mrs. Ebbsmith.”’ 

Of the forty plays named 363 performances 
are planned, extending from Sept. 15 to the 
following August. 
runs, but it is wisely provided that should a 
play or a revival score a “ hit,”’ it may be 
repeated three or four times each week as 
long as the director may deem its continuance 
advisable. 

It is impossible to follow these practical 
dreamers on through the pages of interesting 
detail of their ‘‘scheme and estimates.’’ Suf- 
fice it to say that among other things they 
plan to have refreshment rooms which shall 
be something more than “mere drinking 
bars’ and from which they hope to realize 
a revenue of $5,000 on the season, and that 
there shall be an orchestra to furnish neces- 
sary music for the plays, and at other times 
to play in an adjoining salon or foyer. 

They purpose having two producers—one to 
be employed upon rhetorical and costume 
plays, the other upon modern and realistic 
productions; they believe that a seating ca- 
pacity of 1,600 would be sufficient, with the 
“ free list’ always suspended and the price 
»f seats should range from $1.80 for the best 
to 25 cents for those of the gallery. These 
represent “ popular " prices in England to- 
day, and with the house sold out the gross 
receipts would be $1,725 a performance. If 
the seats were all sold at subscription prices 
this total would be reduced to $1,565. 

Proceeding thus the theoretical builders 
wade fearlessly through columne of figures, 
estimating total receipts at $500,000 and total 
expenditures at $355,455, showing a hand- 
some profit in the event of an unqualified suc- 
cess and providing reasonably against fail- 
ure.

They have, as 
far as possible, met every problem to be con- 
fronted in the establishment of a national 
theater, and their scheme is as applicable to 
America as it is to England. Furthermore,

The authoritative announcement of the 
withdrawal from the management of the 
Metropolitan opera house in New York of 
Heinrich Conried but confirms rumors that 
have been abundant ever since last spring 
when Mr. Conried’s breakdown in health 
caused both his friends and his enemies to 
believe the days of his activity as manager 
were numbered. From Europe came through- 
out the summer reports of his physical help- 
lessness. Many of these were greatly exag- 
gerated, but that his health was and still is 
seriously impaired is now generally known 
He returned to New York in the cutumn and 
resumed his nt, although it is un- 
derstood that much of his work has been 
performed through the men who were trusted 
in his employ, and through whom he issued 
his orders. 

The first signs of disagreement between 
him and the directors of the Metropolitan 
opera house property—the latter being the 
real dictators where the policy of the big in- 
stitution is concerned—was the demand made 
by the directors for the withdrawal of Rich- 
ard Strauss’ ‘‘ Salome” after its firat pres- 
entation In New York. The tickets for the 
sensational premiere had been placed at $10, 
and the audience on that notable first night 
represented $22,000 paid in at the box office. 
The directors the next day demanded the 
retirement of the opera. It was not given 

again and this, despite the fact,that Richard 
Strauss had to be paid and was paid $15,000 
in royalties for the ten performances that 
had been contracted for when the rights for 
performance in this country were secured. 
_It is declared the management was a loser 


‘ Dy at least $75,000 through the refusal of 


the directors to let the scheduled perform- 
ances be given. 
ae 

Mr. Conried first won the attention of the 
directors and in 1902 secured for himself 
the position as manager through his plans 
for the production of * Parsifal,’’ despite the 
Baireuth monopoly that had lasted until 
that time. He canried through that great 
undertaking with notable success, and made 
a large profit not only for the opera house 
but for himself as well. He had entered upon 
his managership with great proclamations 
of his intent as to the reforms he was to in- 
stitute in the Metropolitan, how he was.to 
give opera for opera’s sake, w the salary 
of. the principal singers was to be reduced 
materially, and how the entire star system, 
which he felt was so detrimental to art, 
was to be abolished. 

His retirement finds the performances fn- 
ferior, if anything, to those which were 
given under the Grau control the salaries 
of the singers are higher than before, and 
the operatic firmament is more thickly 
studded with stellar luminaries than it used 
to be. He was clever enough to see the 
financial worth of Caruso and secured the 
exclusive services of that sensationally ad- 
vertised singer for a term of years. This 
mighty contract, which it is said gives the 
tenor eighty appearances a year for four 
years at the price of $200,000 a year, has 
become a source of liberal income to the 
opera house company, and will still remain 
one of its most valuable assets,

Mr. Conried some three years ago also took 
advantage of the project of establishing an 
art theater in New York, and with certain 
financial backers bought the block of ground 
needed for the erection of the new play- 
house, and leased it to the promoters of the 
house on condition that he be made the 
artistic director of the institution. His re- 
tirement from the. Metropélitan within the 
next few weeks means his giving up this In- 
terest {in the New Theater now being erected. 

But he is not withdrawing for nothing. 
It is stated that the directors of the Metro- 
politan, who are also largely the directors 
of the New Theater, will pay him $100,000 
for his interest in the enterprise; that he de- 
mands also the salary of $20,000 a year for 
three years his contract as manager of the 
Metropolitan is still to run, and that with 
the amount he makes annually from his big 
benefit at the Metropolitan and from the lit- 
tle perquisites he receives from the stars 
whom he “lets out ” to society entertainers 
at certain robust figures, he is able now to 
ask the Metropolitan directors for the sum 
of about $225,000 for releasing them from 
the contract he holds with them and from 
the interests he has through holding that 
contract. 

It is easy to see, therefore, that the getting 
rid of an operatic impresario is not a mat- 
ter of merely saying, “We need you no 
longer. Many,thanks. Good afternoon.”’ 
The ‘“‘ Herr Direktor”™ has learned Metro- 
politan Opera house values, and he clearly 
knows what “ stars’ may secure.

Breaks Record 


Years ago when a production could boast 
of a run of 100 nights in Chicago or New York 
it was looked upon with wonder and aston- 
ishment. But it remained for a Chicago 
show to break all records for consecutive 
performances in one theater and for un- 
varying business. - Before many days “A 
Knight for a Day’’ will celebrate its five hun- 
dredth performance at the Whitney opera 
house and certainly the career of this mu- 
sical comedy reveals some astonishing facts 
which those outside of the pale of the the- 
atrical world might find it difficult to believe. 

“A Knight fora Day ” opened at the Whit- 
ney March 380, 1907, so that.it has almost 
rounded out one complete year. During that 
time it has been seen by 375,000 people. This 
estimate is a conservative one, gleaned from 
a peek at the boxoffice statements. The cash 
receipts taken in at the boxoffice will run 
close to the $350,000 mark. 

It is impossible to give an accurate figure 
as to the profits which have been gathered 
in by the managers of the Whitney, but it is 
estimated to be well over the $100,000 mark. 

Three entire new sets of costumes have 
been used since the production was first 
seen in Chicago. The laundry and cleaning 
bills of the company represent a tgtal of 
nearly $5,000—and this is separate from the 
individual laundry bills of the various mem- 
bers of the company. 

Nearly 600 pairs of stockings have been 
furnished to the twenty-six girls of the chorus 
by the wardrobe mistress. Nearly 200 pairs 
of gloves have been used up in the year's 
run, while more than 300 pairs of shoes and 
dancing slippers have been worn out.

The author’s one stroke of originality with 
stage value in it isto utilize the destruction 
of Pompeli at the climex. Ajax, as a Chris- 
tian. is to be tortured in the arena of his 
previous prowess. 

He is in a dungeon deep underneath that 
place of dreadful amusements, and his 
daughter is in an adjacent cell. He is to 
fight impossibly against a lot of lions, and 
she is to be burned alive if he is vanquished 
by the beasts. 

A particularly savage lion, hungry from 
days of fasting, is turned loose in the 
passage by way of a sentinel, and the gladia- 
tor is without @ weapon. 

So what’s the use? I had wondered why 
these prisoners were fed by dropping food 
through a pipe, but I found that the author 
knew what he wanted in the way of ancient 
Italian plumbing, for, suddenly, what is 
that? 

Why, the rattle of a sword dropped by a 
friendiy- hand into that pipe to fall at Ajax’s 
feet. And whose Is the friendly hand, think 
rou? . ° 
: None other than one of those belongin 
to an ante-type of our familiar modgrn 
woman of cheap melodrama, the boss vil- 
lain’s bad mistress, who at length becomes 
good and frustrates the evil designs of her 
paramour. 

Audiences recognize her by a red or black 
gown, scant of bodice and sleeveless. 

I fancy that actresses are engaged for 
these roles for their arms, as others are for 
extravaganza for their legs. This one glis- 
tens with the usual spangles of the stage 
adventuress of the present era, but her gar- 
ments are in the style of A. D. 79, and her 
denuded arms were right for the period when 
sleeves were not known to Pompeian fash- 
ion plates. 

Through three acts she has thirsted for 
the blood of Ajax’s daughter, because of 
jealousy,’ and it seems as though she even 
hungers for the girl's flesh, so frequently 
does she show a destre to gnaw the scenery.

It is by a sudden revergal of feel- 
ing, caused so far as is visible by a spotlight 
falling on her, that she is transformed from 
a public foe into a secret friend of the 
doomed prisoners. 

With the sword she drops through the 
pipe Ajax slays the lion—outside his cell, 
though we can only hear without seeing the 
deed, but it is In vain, anyway, for human 
guards are aroused by the commotion and 
cut off an escape.

LON DON.—[Special Correspondence ]— 
Just about the most painful “jar” that 
Londoners have had lately was the an- 
nouncement from Vienna a few days ago 
that Franz Lehar’s new opera, “The 
Man With ‘Three Wives,’’ had failed to prove 
another ** Merry Widow.’’ George Edwardes 
bought it “unsight unseen,’’ and will, of 
course, produce the plece in London, but he 
admits that both the book and the score 
practically will have to be rewritten, and 
London is not looking forward to the produc- 
tion with any great enthusiasm. 

A bit of consolation has come along, how- 
ever, in the shape of an announcement on 
the part of Alfred Butt, who is acting the 
part of the proverbial new broom at the Pal- 
ace Music hall, that he has secured a one 
act musical comedy, the score of which is by 
Lehar and the libretto by a new author, and 
will produce it within a few weeks. Butt 
denied further details, but gave the impres- 
sion'of being quietly confident that he has a 
“hit ’’ In hig possession. 

If only he has caught the composer in his 
‘“* Merry Widow ” mood. we are tn for some 
enjoyable half hours at the Palace, and you 
on the other side of the Atlantic will be in for 
a similar treat, for the American rights will 
be placed at once if a success is scored here. 
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The bill at the Palace, by the way, will 
have been strengthened before these lines 
are in print by the reappearance of Marie 
Dressler, who got such a reception upon her 
first appearance at this house as seldom has 
fallen to the lot of a foreign funmaker. She 
will return in her American sketch, ‘“‘ The 
Bonnet Shop,’ but she tells me that she 
doesn’t intend to remain “on the halis” 
long, but is intent on carrying out her orig- 
inal idea and ** presenting ’’ herself here in a 
musical comedy. 

Meanwhile there is plentiful evidence of 
the extent to which Miss Dressler has scored 
here in the théatrical columns of the London 
papers, the writers of which are suggesting 
her for about every good part for a comedi- 
enne there is going.

Chicago millionaires do not like to sit in 
boxes, When they go to the theater they 
like to see, but not be seen. If they could 
escape the ordeal of spending an unhappy 
evening as the targets of Jeweled lorgnettes 
and pearl opera glasses they would go to the 
theater oftener. 

If, they could slip into orchestra seats. in- 
cognito and consequently unobserved, touch 
elbows with people who are looking toward 
the footlights instead of toward themselves 
and their white shirts, they would. be able 
to get as large a measure of enjoyment out 
of a good play as you orl. 

It is not because Chicago's millionaires 
are self-conscious that they feel a particular 
aversion toward the theater boxes: it is be- 
cause they are democratic, because they 
have little liking for display, and less liking 
for displaying themselves.

If it were not for the lorgnettes and the 
opera glasses in the hands of the unsympa- 
thetic he would like the box seat better than 
the seat in the orchéstra, because it gives 
him more room for his feet and his knees. 
But since he cannot escape the trying ordeal 
of being looked at he would rather have no 
place for his feet and no place for his knees 
than to sit in a box. 
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I am speaking of the average milionaire. 
Of course there are exceptions. Those who 
he come into their fortunes suddenly would 
rather sit in a box, the cynosure of all eyes, 
than eat or sleep. But millionaires of this 
type are hot the kind that count in making 
a characterization of the class. 

Of course millionaires sit in boxes. They 
sit there oftener than in the orchestra circle. 
They can’t help it. Itisa part of the business 
of a millionaire to occupy theater and opera 
boxes. It is one of the penalties, a penalty 
from which they cannot escape any more 
than you and I can escape our debts. 

The millionaire’e wife is in society—not 
only in it but at the top of it. She wants 
to sit in a box. That's one reason why the 
millionaire has to sit in a box. Another rea- 
son is founded upon the principle of obliga- 
tion. Somebody asks a millionaire to buy a 
box. Perhaps it is a friend, perhaps it is a 
charity worker, perhaps it is a friend in the 
theatrical business, or the friend of some- 
body in the business. He does it. Reason: 
Because the~Chicago millionaire is a most 
obliging. millionaire. He is loyal to his 
friends; he is loyal to the legitimate drama; 
he is loyal to the opera; Re is ever willing to 
boost a good cause!

Some millionaires sit in boxes for business 
reasons. The purchase of a box ata notable 
performance is a good investment. It helps 
build up financial standing like anything 
else that requires the expenditure of money— 
the legitimate expenditure of money. 

The friends of. J. Ogden Armour declare 
that he would rather do almost anything 
else than spend an evening under the opera 
glasses and the lorgnettes in the theater 
box. John J. Mitchell is known to have a 
strong dislike for occupying a theater box. 
Harold McCormick never fails to sink back 
into the dark recesses of the plush curtains 
whenever he finds himself watching the 
drama from the vantage point of a conspicu- 
ous box. It is the same with a host of other 
millionaires. 

Orson Smith doesn’t like to sit in a box, and 
neither does John G. Shedd, Edwin A. Pot- 
ter, William J. Chalmers, or half the million- 
aires of Chicago. Marehal! Field never sat 
in a box when he could help it. Potter Pal- 
mer didn’t like box seats, and neither did 
George M. Pullman or Philip D. Armour or 
Levi Z. Leiter. They all detested the opera 
giass and the lorgnette.

SALE OF DEADLY WEAPONS. 

A few weeks ago two policemen were 
shot by criminals whom they had met on 
the street late at night and asked as to 
their business. Both officers died of their 
wounds. The double murder called public 
attention to the fact that about all the 
highwaymen go armed and are prepared to 
use their weapons on the slightest provo- 
cation. This suggested the thought that 
those to whom the community looks for 
protection had been greatly remiss in let- 
ting it be so easy for criminals to get 
deadly weapons. 

This led to the introduction of ordi- 
nances in the council to regulate the sale 
of firearms. The object was to make it 
more difficult for the adult crook and the 
“boy bandit” to gratify their consuming 
ambition to equip themselves with pistols 
for use in their criminal operations. None 
of the ordinances has passed, but some 
progress has been made. They have been 
redrafted by the city law department and 
‘presumably put in better shape. There 
has been a kind of promise that the judi- 
ciliary committee will report them to the 
council Monday night. If eo, they should 
There is as much need 
of them as there was when they were 
introduced. Hardly a day passes without 
an exchange of shots between policemen 
and well armed criminals. 

Similar ordinances have been introduced 
in the past. They were slowly talked to 
death in committee or in-the council. The 
cheap constitutional lawyer with his argu- 
ment that a criminal has an inalienable 
right to buy a revolver if he can find any- 
body to sell him one was always on hand. 
No reputable citizen has ever said that his 
personal liberty would be assailed if he 
were required to get a license to buy a re- 
volver. The only objectors have been 
those who wish to use firearms for unlaw- 
ful purposes. 

These latest ordinances should not meet 
the fate of their predecessors. The com- 
munity needs them. If passed tifey will 
not be a dead letter. The police will en- 
force them zealously because they would 
be directly interested in doing 60. Their 
lives would be made safer. 


THE VIRTUES OF FRESH AIR. 
The preaching of the gospel of fresh air 
as a panacea for 90 per cent of the super- 
ficial ills to which humanity falls victim 


| continues a serious and helpful habit with 


those who have proved its efficacy. Still, 
the majority of people read the advice of 
authorities on the subject, admit the logic 
of their conclusions, determine to heed 
the list of “ don’ts” included, and imme- 
diately thereafter revert to their old care- 
less habits. 

In a recent issue of the Saturday Even- 
ing Post appears an article satirically 
headed “ Colds and How to Catch Them,” 
written by Dr. ‘Woods Hutchinson, and 
illustrated suggestively with views of a 
monkey in the throes of an attack of the 
grip and a parrot enjoying the relief and 
discomfort of a racking sneeze. In these 
pictures the artist has cleverly caught the 
spirit of Dr. Hutchinson's between-the- 
line criticism of the public intelligence. 
The physician plainly intimates that he 
believes any person who permits himself 
to become a prey to the grip fails thereby 
to establish a denial of his simian an- 
cestry, while those who woefully confess 
a weakness for colds are as certainly 
emulating the shallowness of the imitative 
parrot. .

As a matter of fact, consideration for 
others is a virtue not confined to any one 
class of individuals nor peculiar to any 
state of culture._Its qnality 
strained, its blessedness is unquestioned, 
nor can its commonness be doubted.

THE TRACTION RECEIPTS. 

‘The traction ordinances provide that, 
“subject to the action of the city coun- 
cil,” the sums annually paid to the mu- 
nicipality by the street car companies 
shall be deposited to the credit of a sep- 
arate fund to be kept and used for the 
purchase and extension of street railways 
by the city, “but any failure to comply 
with this provision” shall in no way 
affect the rights or obligations of the 
companies, 

This section seems to contemplate the 
possibility of the council using the street 
car receipts otherwise than in the pur- 
chase or extension of street railways. It 
does not follow, however, that the: coun- 
cil should make a different use of them. 
It certainly does not follow that the 
money should be spent on general mu- 
nicipal purposes to make goed in part 
the deficiencies in ordinary revenues, Nor 
should there be any “borrowing” of the 
receipts with a vague promise of repay- 
ment some time or other. There has been 
too much of that financial jugglery in the 
past. . 

The traction ordinances contemplate 
the construction of a system of subways 
for the joint use of the companies as 
downtown terminals. The two companies 
are required to cohtribute $5,000,000 to- 
wards their construction. That 
ought to provide a system adequate for 
the special needs of the companies, but 
the ordinances also have in view a more 
extensive system which the city may au- 
thorize or require companies operating 
elevated railroads to use. The cost of 
the larger system over and above the 
$5,000,000 would have to be defrayed by 
the city. 

This is the use to which it should put 
its traction receipts. That would be a 
practical use, for it would dispose ‘once 
for all of the elevated loop and of loop 
congestion. The full use of the loop 
streets would be restored to the public. 
The transportation systems of the city 
would undergo a beneficent § revolution. 
There is nothing that could better please 
the public. 

' If the board of supervising engineers 
has not prepared the plans and estimates 
for the larger subway system that will 
accommodate the elevated as well as the 
surface roads, it should get to work on 
them so that the council] may be enabled 
to pass a subway ordinance. As long as 
the receipts from the traction companies 
remain in the city treasury they will ex-: 
cite the greed of aldermen who would 
like to use them to pay higher salaries to 
city employés. 


RECEIVERSHIP ABUSES. 

Eight years ago a Brooklyn savings 
and loan association was put im the hands 
of receivers. It had at the time assets 
valued at $1,050,000. On them the re- 
ceivers realized $275,000, which may have 
been the best they could do. But of the 
money collected $193,000 was paid out in 
fees to counsel and receivers. They got 
seven-tenths of the estate and the cred- 
itors got three-tenths. 

According to the judge who appointed 
a special referee to investigate the ac- 
counts of the receivers, ‘“‘the result of 
the receivership was most lamentable.” 
So it’was, but there have been many cases 
in New York and elsewhere where the 
result was equally or even more lamenta- 


loudly declare, they most {——

The only instance, in fact, that I can recall 
are those of the late Dupuy de Lome, who 
was Spanish envoy at Washington just be- 
fore the war of 1898, of the jate Baron Hi- 
trovo, Russian envoy at Bucharest, and of 
a certain American envoy to Florence, aléo 
of William Haggard when British envoy in 
Venezuela. 

Dupuy de Lome, it may be remembered, 
in the early spring of 1898 wrote a private 
and confidential letter to Sefior Canalejas, 
who was not only his intimate friend but 
likewise an emissary of the Spanish govern~ 
ment to Cuba and to this country, for the 
purpose of endeavoring to avert the conflict 
that was then regarded as inevitable. 

While Sefior Canalejas was still in Cuba 
examining the situation in conjunction with 
the Spanish authorities Dupuy de Lome 
wrote to him a long and confidential! letter 
concerning the situation at Washington, and 
portraying some of the members of the ad- 
ministration there, of the senate, and of the 
congress, in far from complimentary colors. 

This letter never reached Sefior Canalejas, 
but was stolen in transit. it is understood, by 
some Cuban more or less secretly affiliated 
to the revolutionary party there, and was 
published in the American newspapers. 

At the time naturally it was to the interest 


‘of the Cuban revolutionists to do all they 


could to promote hostility between this coun- 
try and Spain. Of course the publication 
of Dupuy de Lome’s letter caused an uproar 
at Washington, and his recall was demanded 
as having ceased to be persona grata. 

But his government, like that of France 
in the case of M. Bompard, not only con- 
ferred upon him a high distinction but Mke- 
wise promoted him toe the rank of ambassa- 
dor, accredited to the court of the vatican. 

eo 

With regard to Hitrovo confidential! letters 
of his to intimate and official friends in Rus- 
sia got into the hands of the then Bulgarian 
prime minister, Stambuloff, by means more 
than questionable, and as Stambuloff re- 
garded Hitrovo as one of the most dangerous 
foes of Bulgaria he straightway proceeded 
to publish them in facsimile. < 

As these notes professed a good deal of con- 
tempt for King Charles of Roumania, and, 
what wes still worse, ridiculed the poetic ef- 
forts of Queen Carmen Sylva, his position 
at Bucharest became untenable, and he was 


transferred to the Russian legation at Lis<*| 


bon. 

The Roumanian queen felt especially’ 
strong about the matter, as Hitfovo, who 
was a wonderfully gifted man, and a poet 
of considerable genius, had professed to be 
one of the most enthusiastic admirers of 
the muse of Carmen Sylva, and, indeed, owed 
‘much of his one time extraordinary politica! 
and diplomatic influence at the Roumanian 
court to the favor which he had thus acquired 
in her eyes. 

~o- 

In the case of Willlam Haggard, while 
British envoy at Caracas, he had occasion 
to address a confidential dispatch to Lord 
Salisbury, then secretary of state for for- 
eign affairs in England, in which he warned 
him that the Venezuelan government was 
not to be trusted, and that had faith char- 
acterized the dealings of the Venezuelan au- 
thorities, both in their official dealings and in 
their personal intercourse. 

But by a violation of the postal laws, analo- 
gous-to that which led to the recall of Am- 
bassador Bompard from St. Petersburg. and 
of Minister Dupuy de Lome from Washing- 
ton, the dispatch found its way into the 
Venezuelan newspapers, and, of course, 
Haggard's position at Caracas became even 
more difficult than it had been before. 

Haggard was shortly after this decorated 
with the Order of the Bath, promoted to a 
moire agreeable post, and is now the British 
envoy to Brazil, the legation at Rio being the

wrong, be it ever so grievous, is regarded by 
public opinion as justifying murder. Yet the 
moment that a crime of this kind has any 
political relation it seems to be looked upon 
in English speaking countries with a certain 
amount of indulgence—that/is, when per- 
petrated abroad. 

If the victim has been in a position to ex- 

ercise any authority there is a tendency to 
impute to him oppression and tyranny—and 
for tyranny we are taught by some of the 
greatest writers of the English language, 
notably by Swinburne, that there is but one 
remedy, namely, assassination. 
. The assassins in that case are no longer 
felons, but patriots emulating Brutus. When 
the crack*brained, neurasthenic son of the 
Russian Gen. Schaumann shot Gen. Bobri- 
koff, the governor general of Finland, four 
years ago, the London Times in one of its 
ponderous leaders or editorials spoke of the 
murderer as “ridding his country of a 
tyrant,”” and when the first news was re- 
ceived of the shocking death of the king of 
Portugal and of his eldest som there was a 
notable disposition on the part of the Amer- 
ican press to intimate that Dom Carlos had 
in a measure merited his fate by his des- 
potism, 

. ~- 

Yet his temporary suspension of the con- 
stitution—that is to say, his ‘‘ tyranny ’’— 
had no other object than that of ridding the 
government administration of the almost 
inconceivable dishonesty and extravagance to 
which it had been committed by the corrupt 
political machines that had alternated one 
another in office until he called a halt in 1906 
and appointed Senhor Joao Franco as pre- 
mier, with the avowed purpose of cleansing 
the Augean stable of the government admin- 
istration and of restoring the credit of Portu- 
gal abroad and her prosperity at home. 

The doctrine that political assassination is 
in any way excusable or that it is entitied 
to more indulgence in popular opinion than 
ordinary murder is one of the most danger- 
ous that it is possible to spread through the 
agency of the newspapers, which should 
never lose the opportunity of insisting that 
the killing of a man in authority is every bit 
as much of a felony and of an unpardonable 
and inexcusable offense as the homicide of an 
ordinary citizen. 

In reviewing the number of so-called po- 
litical assassinations or attempted murders 
of rulers and royal personages in modern 
times one cannot help being struck by the 
preference which seems to be displayed for 
the pistol over the knife or the bomb. 

King Humbert, Shah Nasr-ed-Din of 
Persia, King Alexander and Queen Draga 
of Servia, Prince Milosh of Servia, and no 
less than three presidents of the United 
States, namely, Lincoln, Garfield, and Mc- 
Kinley, all of them succumbed to pistol bul- 
lets. 

Alfonso XII., Amadeus, duke of Aosta, while 
king of Spain; King George of Greece, King 
Frederick William IV. of Prussia, King 
Louis Philippe of France, Emperor Alexander 
II. of Russia, Napoleon III. of France, King 
Leopold of Belgium, the late Queen Victoria, 
the present king Of Wurtemberg and Edward 
VII. have all been shot at, some of them on 
several occasions. 

Only one of them, however, sustained any 
wounds—namely: the late Emperor William, 
who for several months fn 1878 was prevent- 
ed from transacting the business of the 
government owing to the wounds which he 
had received from his wouki-be assasin, 
Nobiling. 

—— 

President Carnot met with his death by 
a knife thrust, as did Charles IIIL., penulti- 
mate sovereign duke of Parma, while Em- 
press Elizabeth of Austria was killed by a 
dagger in the form of a sharp pointed file. 

Passanante’s memorable attempt on the

ble. Generally the greatest calamity that 
can befall creditors is to have an estate 
in which they are interested fall into the 
hands of one or more receivers. 

It is the reproach of American legisla- 
tures and -courts that they have failed to 
devise a method of handling the assets of 
a bankrupt concern in such a way as to 
secure for creditors a fair share of the 
proceeds,’ When thefe are assets worth 
mentioning the receiver calls a lawyer to 
this aid.. When ‘the lawyer presenis his 
bill it is one which he would not dare to 
submit to a solvent concern for which 
he might have done ten times as much 
work. He assumes that courts will be 
liberal in their allowances where a bank- 
rupt is concerned, and so they almost 
invariably are. The judges proceed on 
the theory that work done for a receiver, 
no matter how trivial, should be gener- 
ously recompensed. It would be well for 
creditors if the judicial policy in this par- 
ticular were changed. 

Creditors often are in 
money and elamor for immediate divi- 
dends. That makes it impossible for a 
receiver to realize as much from the

Crained Buyers of Young Men. 


DOUBT if any considerable proportion of the 
young men who every year are put upon the 
business market of the world appreciate as 
they might how subtly, and yet essentially, 
they constitute a great wholesale commodity 
put up at community gale. 

But even more than this, tt is doubtful 
if these young men appreciate with how much 
skill the buyers in many of these special marts 
exercise the judgment and knowledge that 
have come to them in years of experience in 
selection. 

It is conceded that the man who can go 
out to a horse market and buy horses wisely 
must have had training in judging horses; that 

the buyer in the cattle market must be a judge of cattle; that the 
man buying for a department in a great mercantile establishment must 
know the merits of the goods he buys. Yet the young man who for 
any reason has decided that he would like to have a salaried position 
in a certain line of work, and who makes application for it without 
‘guccess, may feel that he is hardly used by fate anc deserving the 
eommiseration of his fellows.

I spoke at Bryn Mawr college, near Philadelphia, and there, as 
elsewhere, the girls were perfectly enthusiastic. They were qnite 
ready for the “ gospel,” because they study sociology and political 
economy, and, in fact, one result of this is that they all want to go into 
settlements and work among the poor when they leave college. 

And the other class is the working woman, or rather the labor- 
ing woman, whose only means of improving their condition and ob- 
taining better wages is by combination and getting political power, 

Women will get the vote in America by way of socialism. Just 
now we are at the beginning of a great movement in that direction. 
There is no chance of an independent labor or 
socialist party, such as we have in Eng- 
land. But everything will come altogether 
by socialism, 

Women suffrage is not likely to be granted 
by separate legislation in America. The thing 
is too complicated. There are five states alto- 
gether that have adopted it, but only Colorado 
as a state—the others introduced women suf- 
frage when they were territories. And of course 
that does not touch federal government. So I 
think that women will have to wait until] the 
American Federation of Labor is strong enough 
to have its way—for woman euffrage is part of 
its program.

The greater the self-consciousness of dishonest intents, the stronger 
the intent and the more cunning the attempt of that person to disguise 
himself. And the disguising of dishonesty to the student of men may 
be its most patent exposé. 

But the young man who may suffer from this one handicap of 
dishonesty is deserving of little consideration as compared with the 
scores who suffer from the more insidious, innocent disabilities which 
balk them under the eye of the expert buyer of men for business service. 

Unfortunately, not all these buyers in the mart of the world’s 
workers are expert buyers. Man is the most highly organized of all 
animal creation, and within himself may be a collection of mental and 
moral contradictions. He may be guided right where, left to himself, 
he may drift wrong. He may be subject to guidance or may be 
rebellious under such restraint. He may have the most brilliant mind 
but suffer from an erratic temperament which renders him unfit for 
certain duties and places. Or he may be of the soberest, sanest type, 
dependable, careful, watchful, thorough in everything, and yet so slow 
of initiative and action as to be absolutely impossible to another 
position. 

The young man who is ready to make his start in life should 
consider this thought: That in all probability his potential employer 
isn’t expecting of him that he be a replica of any one man whom he 
ever may have employed before, If the young man is given a place in 
an organization, the best and most lasting record he can make for 
himself must be based upon his own innate qualities. If his employer 
is wise, it is to the employer's best interests to 
employ these qualities wisely; if his employer is 
a fool, the young man would better seek a new 
employer. 

Fit yourself for your chance if it be 
possible. Bank your fitness on your personal 
character as you recognize yourself. Be yourself, 
and, acting as yourself, apply your growing 
fitness ‘to your growing opportunities. If you 
have a wise leader who is worthy the name of 
organizer, he must help you to your ends out of 
his own. self-interest. Take a chance where a 
wise employer tells you he is willing to share 
the responsibilities of it with you. You should 
land somewhere in the end.

Slowly the 
powers of the mind unfolded in early man, but civilization has come 
only so fast as man has responded to the sense of right and justice.
